Seven Babies—and Christmas 


At Mrs. Aldrich’s suggestion, this 
month’s column has been condensed from 
her article, “Seven Babies—and Christ- 
mas,” published in December, 1944, in 
The King’s Business, by whose permis- 
sion it is presented here. 


o be forgotten on one’s birthday is to 

feel a special kind of pain. To awaken 

with a feeling of anticipation, to go 
through the day and find that nothing 
happens—that no one says “Happy Birth- 
day,” that no one seems to be remem- 
bering . . . this is loneliness. 

Do you suppose the Lord ever feels 
forgotten on His day? Perhaps He is not 
forgotten so much as He is overlooked 
on this day of tinsel and gifts and shin- 
ing Christmas trees. 

At our house we make a special thing 
of birthdays all through the year. We 
decorate the table, we tie festive crepe 
paper bows to the “birthday chair,” and 
we pile our gifts in the center of the 
table. The gifts are very simple, most 
of them from the ten-cent store: a jar 
of paste, a package of crayons, a color 
book—lots of gifts to open, but not much 
money involved. 

We make Christmas as lovely a time 
as we can, and we remember that it is 
Christ’s birthday. As the Christmas gifts 
arrive, we put some up high over the 
windows where they can be seen but 
not handled. 

We bake cookies. Some of them are 
cut with a heart-shaped cutter, because 
Christmas is a loving time. And if eager 
little hands shake the colored sugar all 
in one pile on a cookie instead of sprin- 
kling it just so and evenly, it doesn’t 
matter. We like them that way. 

We talk about His birthday. “But, 
Mommie, how can we trim a birthday 
chair for Him, and would He like a 
cake?” 

We can trim all the chairs, and He 
will see, and be glad to have it so, be- 
cause it means we each love Him spe- 
cially on His day. And we can have a 
cake, and He will see, and will hear us 
sing “Happy birthday, Lord Jesus, happy 
birthday to You.” And we can put on all 
the candles we have. (And maybe they 
will be a bit blurry to Him, even as they 
are to Mommie and Daddy at the sight 
of seven shining little faces all intent 


on the loveliness of candlelight and the 
happiness of His day.) 

Christmas Day begins for Mommie and 
Daddy the night before. It takes a bit of 
time to see that every last gift is 
wrapped and placed under the tree all 
ready for morning. Last year the paint} 
on the little boats Daddy made was/ 
hardly dry in time.

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The Point of Christmas 

It is all too easy to miss the point of Christmas. Millions 
of persons demonstrate this every year as they pass 
through the season without once grasping the all-impor- 
tant fact that Christ was born into this world for their 
sakes—that He came to seek them. “For the Son of man 
is come to seek and to save that which was lost” (Luke 
19:10). 

It makes no difference that He came two thousand years 
ago. The way to the Father which He opened by His 
death and resurrection is still open; His invitation is still 
extended; He is alive today and He is still seeking. 

No one could make this clearer than D. L. Moody. 
Quoting the Scripture cited above at an evangelistic serv- 
ice, Mr. Moody declared: 

“Mark you, He says that He came to ‘seek.’ You 
hear a good many people speaking of ‘seeking the Lord’; 
but no man ever thought of ‘seeking the Lord’ until the 
Lord first thought of ‘seeking’ him. 

“During these thousands of years God has been seek- 
ing the lost. There is not a man or woman whom He 
has not sought many a time.

“Who put it into your heart to come here? Who put 
it into the heart of God’s people to have the churches 
all opened? Was it the work of Satan, or of the Son 
of God? These men who have been toiling and preach- 
ing and working here are the instruments of the Spirit 
of God who is working, and Christ who is calling the 
wanderers back to the fold. The very air is charged 
with the Spirit of God. The Son of Man is seeking 
you today—this very minute!” 

What Mr. Moody said of those at his meeting is no less 
true of any non-Christian who is reading these words. 
The Son of Man is seeking you now. Has He not brought 
you to this very message? Believe Him as He Himself 
explains the meaning of Christmas and what His coming 
may mean to you: 

“God sent not his Son into the world to condemn the 
world; but that the world through him might be saved. 
He that believeth on him is not condemned: but he that 
believeth not is condemned already, because he hath not 
believed in the name of the only begotten Son of God” 
(John 3:17, 18). 


Making Christmas Christian 

The annual spectacle of a predominantly Christless 
Christmas is about to be enacted before us. We are told 
that previous records in retail sales, parcel post mailing 
and the like will be broken this December. Daily papers 
are beginning to number the shopping days until Christ- 
mas. 

The Christmas season has become such a mass of tinsel 
and trappings, spending and out-spending, and indulgence 
in alcoholic drink, that its real meaning has long since 
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been obscured to most people. And the One whom it 
purportedly honors is all but forgotten. 

What can believers do about all this? Can we, for ex- 
ample, close down the department stores, or should we 
desire to do so? Closing the stores would not auto- 
matically turn people’s hearts to the Lord (though per- 
haps it might be easier to reach them with the gospel if 
there were not so many voices clamoring for their at- 
tention). 

A far greater contribution toward making Christmas 
Christian will be our own realization anew that unto us, 
individually and collectively, a Saviour has been born 
(Luke 2:11)! The Daysman for whcm Job cried out 
has appeared and has reconciled us to God by His own 
blood. We rejoice again at the miracle of our glorious 
salvation, the knowledge of sins forgiven through His 
redemptive work. All this has been made possible by 
His birth, His coming into the world to take upon Him- 
self the form of sinful flesh, and then in due time His 
death in our place and stead, and now our acceptance of 
Him as our own personal Saviour. 

But there are some specific things we can and should 
do to help make Christmas more truly Christian. We 
may select Christ-honoring greeting cards, and send them 
forth with well-chosen tracts which present from the 
Word of God not only the story of a humble birth, but 
also a heinous death, in our behalf, praying that God will 
bless His Word as it is thus used. 

We may remember one thing the world forgets; that is, 
Christmas celebrates the birth of our Lord, and we may 
present a suitable gift to Him in the form of a thank 
offering or other gift to church, mission work, or wher- 
ever else the gospel is being proclaimed and we feel led 
to have a part in the work. 

Finally, and this may seem trivial enough, we can 
refrain from writing “Xmas.” It is true that the English 
letter “X”’ is the same in form as the first letter of the 
Greek Christos (Christ), and that some men who know 
Greek well write Xst. and Xty. (in making notes) for 
Christ and Christianity without irreverence. But it is also 
true that most people today who write “Xmas” are not 
familiar with Greek usage and for them “X” is the un- 
known quantity! 

May God enable us, then, to do all we can to make this 
truly a Christian Christmas. 


Crime Programs and Your Children 

What effect are televised crime and horror shows hav- 
ing on the children who see them? Many have speculated 
concerning this matter, but an editorial in the conserva- 
tive and carefully documented Journal of the American 
Medical Association presents some very interesting facts. 
Three major points are worthy of special mention. 

First, children in homes which have television on the 
average are spending considerable time in front of the TV 
screen. Those five and six years old, according to surveys, 
often watch television for four hours or more daily. In 
the seven to seventeen year age group many are said to 
average three hours daily, while others may watch tele- 
vision twenty-seven hours a week, almost as much time 
as they spend in their school classes. 

A second significant point is that children who watch 
TV are offered an appalling menu of crime programs. 
The above mentioned editorial refers to a survey super- 
vised by the editor of TV Magazine in which six monitors 
in the Los Angeles area during the week of May 24 to 30, 
1952, tabulated 852 major crimes “in addition to innumer- 
able saloon brawls, sluggings, assaults and other ‘minor’ 
acts of violence. Their findings also included 167 mur- 
ders, numerous robberies, jailbreaks, murder conspiracies, 
false murder charges, attempted lynchings, dynamitings, 
and an attempted rape in a crime Western for children. 
Of these crimes, 78 per cent were on programs for chil- 
dren and 85 per cent were televised before 9:00 P.M.” 
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A third point is that such crime and horror material 
has been shown to have definitely harmful psychological 
and even physical (to say nothing of spiritual) effects on 
children. As authority for this conclusion, the AMA publi- 
cation cites a study of the effects of movie horrors and 
radio crimes on 200 boys and gir!s six to sixteen, pointing 
out that findings apply equally well to televised material. 
Increased nervousness, sleeping disturbances, and fears 
were among results noted. Loss of appetite, troublesome 
dreams, restlessness in sleep and difficulties in studies at 
school were also traced to the influence of crime and 
horror entertainment. 

We present these facts because we believe Christian 
parents should be as fully informed as possible concern- 
ing the extent and effects of crime entertainment on TV. 
No doubt even these startling facts fall somewhat short 
of telling the entire story. Who, for example, can accu- 
rately measure the effect of such “entertainment” on the 
moral and spiritual fiber of young viewers? 

What, then, is the remedy? First, a clean-up by the 
television industry itself. Some steps in this direction have 
seemingly been taken, though it would appear the in- 
dustry has a long, long way to go. TV owners should also 
make their feelings known, both to stations and program 
sponsors. Finally, parents themselves have the choice of 
banning TV from their homes or carefully controlling 
the viewing of their children—and this it seems is the 
best approach of all. 

Like it or not, the children of our generation seem 
destined to grow up in a world which offers much un- 
sound, unhealthy and unmoral entertainment. 

Parents who teach their boys and girls to choose with 
discernment, to choose the good and to turn their backs 
resolutely on the evil, the debasing and the worldly, will 
be equipping them well for the tests which life will 
surely bring. 


What Are You Taking In? 

There is a companion question to the one discussed 
above which the thoughtful Christian should not over- 
look. If crime and horror programs leave their marks on 


children’s minds, how do unsavory programs of various 
types affect their mothers and fathers? 

Not long ago a Christian friend had his eyes opened 
with respect to this important matter. Though normally 
quite careful in his radio listening, he left his radio on 
almost continuously during evenings for a week or more. 
His family was away and the radio provided company 
while he was painting and doing other odd jobs about 
the house. He thought himself too busy to turn off pro- 
grams to which he ordinarily would not listen. 

By the end of the week he was suddenly aware of a 
dulling of his devotional life. Praying was harder and 
his taste for the Word less keen. It was less natural to 
think of the things of Christ or to find himself whistling 
a bit of a hymn of praise. On the other hand, some of the 
“catchy” tunes and lyrics heard on the radio were running 
through his mind, while he would often recall situations 
and remarks from programs he had hoped he would soon 
forget. 

Thus experience answers our question, and adults, too, 
are influenced by their choice of radio and TV entertain- 
ment. All we take in has its effects on what we are and 
eventually on what we do. We cannot be too careful of} 
the things with which we fill our minds and hearts. Wise 
indeed is the man or woman who knows—and has the 
power of will—to turn the dial, to lay aside an objection- 
able book or magazine, to turn his eyes and thoughts 
away from the things which would grieve the Holy Spirit 
and dull his taste for heavenly things. 


A Good Start for 1953 

The passing of the old year and the beginning of the 
new should be a time of special devotion and looking to 
God by His people. This year especially we have reason 
to offer praise from the depths of our heart for the mer- 
cies of our heavenly Father, who has held back the forces 
of evil and bloodshed. who has kept His own people in 
difficult and apostate times. who still remains their hope 
and their salvation in the days to come. 

Those responsible for worship both in the church and

“This visa is considered invalid for 
entry into or transit through Iraq if the 
holder obtains an Israel visa on his pass- 
port later on.” 

Here was proof of the hostility which 
still lurks beneath the surface in spite 
of the peace brought about at the in- 
sistence of the United Nations. 

The enmity thus expressed between 
the sons of Ishmael and the sons of Isaac 
dates from Bible times. This ancient 


> hostility has now been sharpened by the 


recent Arab-Israeli conflict and is con- 

stantly fanned by the presence of some 

800,000 Arab refugees from Palestine. 
So intense is the feeling that the Arab 
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countries with few exceptions are main- 
taining a strict boycott of Israel even 
though this refusal to trade with their 
new neighbor involves tremendous sacri- 
fice. (It has been estimated, for example, 
that stopping the passage of oil from 
Iraq to Haifa, Israel, cost Iraq over 31 
million guineas between the beginning 
of the boycott in early 1948 up to the 
time we were in Iraq last spring.) There 
is no doubt that the Arab boycott is 
being felt in Israel, though the not-so- 
well stocked store shelves one finds in 
Israel are also due to that country’s 
effort to export rather than import. 

Not only is there tension between 
Israel and the Arab nations, but there is 
unrest which arises from the Arab states’ 
relationships among themselves and from 
internal problems within their own bor- 
ders. Such tensions, especially in view 
of the Arab temperament, provide a 
highly explosive situation. The Near East 
today, even apart from Communism and 
the Soviet Union, seemingly contains all 
the ingredients necessary to lead quite 
suddenly to the day of Jacob’s trouble 
were the Church to be removed. 


+ In addition to sensing something of 
the existing tension, I was impressed 
with the tremendous need of these peo- 
ple, especially of the Arab refugees from 
what is now the Jewish state. There are 
some who say, of course, that they could 
have stayed in Israel. As a matter of 
fact, I saw Arabs in Israel—even whole 
communities of them. These Arabs— 
some 180,000 of them—elected to remain. 
They are friendly to Israel and seem to 
be getting along fairly well. 
Approximately 800,000, however, did 
not stay. Whether or not they could have 
remained is not of great importance 
now; the fact is that they did not. It is 
not too hard to imagine why they left. 
Many of us, if our own country were 
overrun by another people, might not

wish to remain even if the conqueror 
were willing. 

I saw Arab refugees by the thousands 
living in tent cities with little comfort 
and in constant need of care. Their need 
is desperate. Hungry, without necessary 
clothing, cold in winter, they are soon 
victims of the preying hand of disease 
and must be helped. Some organizations 
are trying to aid them, but the task is 
so huge and the workers so few and the 
materials so scarce that it seems that 
hardly a dent is being made in the need. 

I was surprised to learn from a very 
definite friend of the Arabs that a rich 
Arab—even a so-called “Christian” Arab 
—will not help the poor among his own 
people. While there are no doubt ex- 
ceptions, we saw much evidence of the 
unconcern of the wealthy for those in 
need. The difference between the wealthy 
and the poor is indeed tremendous, and 
there is virtually no middle class. 

If the Arabs themselves were to whole- 
heartedly undertake some program of 
helping the displaced among them, the 
conditions brought about by the refugees’ 
flight from Israel would no doubt call 
even more for the help of the United 
Nations. As it is, I left the Arab countries 
convinced that some things have been 
neglected which might at least be under- 
taken. 

Some refugees, it is true, have been 
absorbed by the countries into which 
they have gone, but many, many thou- 
sands have not. In Lebanon alone, at the 
time we were there, Arab refugees num- 
bered 130,000. Pleas were being made to 
countries like Syria, Iraq and Saudi 
Arabia to receive them and provide them 
homes and the means of livelihood. 
Though many of the displaced Arabs 
themselves may want to return to their 
old homes in what is now Israel, the 
suggestion of some in Lebanon that they 
be resettled in Arab countries would seem

They approach the incarnation from 
various directions, but they are all facets 
of the same truth. Together they give 
luster and brightness and depth to the 
Christmas story.

And yet he is spir- 
itual in essence, and restless until he 
finds his rest in God. To find that rest, 
he has been groping and searching all 
through the centuries. 

God in His mercy and love has planned 
a way back into true relationship with 
Himself. That could only be accom- 
plished after the sin question had been 
settled. Communion with God can be 
established only when man is reconciled 
to God.

the many friends who look to us for 
guidance. 

We have withheld comment on the 
whole work until now in spite of the fact 
that committee members charged with 
the preparation of this version were 
virtually all liberal. Scholarly liberals, it 
was thought, might compile a translation 
with such care and accuracy that evan- 
gelicals could wholeheartedly endorse it. 
This in our prayerful judgment has not 
been done nor have the difficulties in the 
New Testament portion of the work been 
cared for. 


+ BEFORE proceeding to an appraisal of 
the R.S.V. we should like to make it 
clear that we are not opposed to new 
versions. We are thankful for every 
faithful translation, for each has its 
value and its particular contribution. We 
recognize that the entire field of Biblical 
Introduction has made amazing advance- 
ment in the past century. It is a cause 
for thanksgiving, however, that most dis- 
coveries have served only to confirm the 
recognized text and that in no case have 
major doctrines been affected. 


Moreover, we would concede that the 
R.S.V. does have points of excellency. 
In fact, therein lies a point of danger: 
its values may so seem to outweigh its 
defects that the unwary may be deceived. 
This version corrects (in the text) the 
gross and inexcusable failure of the 
American Standard Version’s (1901) 
rendering of II Timothy 3:16. It also 
omits the sad and tragic footnote of the 
American Standard Version in John 9:38 
(though it accomplishes the same end in 
more subtle fashion). 

Finally, it is true that in places real 
service is rendered by the elimination of 
archaic expressions. In our judgment, 
however, the difficulties presented by 
archaisms have been grossly over-em- - 
phasized. One does not need a college 
course to understand Elizabethan Eng- 
lish—and excellent reference Bibles are 
available. 

Altogether we are thankful that much 
of the new version does clearly support 
many evangelical tenets—a corroboration 
of both the fact of providence and the 
strength of the orthodox position. But 
there are serious defects. 

In brief, we cannot recommend this 
version for these reasons: (1) its adop- 
tion of paraphrases which in no way 
can be justified as accurate translations; 
(2) its failure to indicate words which 
the translators supplied but which are 
not in the original (heretofore indicated 
by italics); (3) its Unitarian tendencies 
as shown for example by its refusal in 
most cases to use the pronouns for the 
Lord Jesus Christ which it reserves for 
Deity; (4) the extensive use in the Old 
Testament of textual emendation by con- 
jecture; indicated in the footnotes by the 
symbol Cn. Such a notation appears, e.g., 
sixty-seven times in the Minor Prophets. 
The comment on this notation is “Cn 
indicates a correction made where the 
text has suffered in transmission and the 
versions provide no satisfactory restora- 
tion but the committee agrees with the 
judgment of competent scholars as to the 
most probable reconstruction of the text.” 
Conservative scholars generally agree 
that any correction based on other than 
manuscript evidence must necessarily be 
no more than a guess.

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feeling, impersonal force. He is a 

Person, possessing depths of feeling 

and ranges of passion which our small 
souls could never apprehend. Yet when 
the Holy Spirit possesses a man, his soul 
is so enlarged that the tides of God’s 
great ocean sweep through the channels 
of his whole being, and the passion of 
God begins to surge up within him. 

So it was with the apostle Paul. A man 
of giant intellect, there was nevertheless 
not one cold thought in all his mind. 
When he was the most keenly logical, 
when he was grappling most deliberately 
with the problems of doctrine, he was 
still aflame with ardent love for Christ, 
or in deep sorrow for his unbelieving 
kinsfolk, or ready to burst out in an 
anthem of praise to the God of all grace. 
We can neither read his doctrine nor 
watch him in action without sensing the 
pulse of a mighty passion. It was the 
passion of the Holy Spirit throbbing in a 
human breast. 

Paul was a man of the city, and his 
apostolic labors centered in the great 
areas of population. It was, therefore, in

his relation to the cities of his day that 
we see his passion most fully expressed. 
We shall look at him as he faced three 
of them—Athens, Corinth and Rome. 


I 

At Athens he was in the very heart of 
the world’s learning and culture. All 
about him were the magnificent build- 
ings and statuary which even in ruins 
are still regarded as representing the 
golden age of art, models for all time. 
But Paul was not there as a tourist, nor 
as a student of art. I have no doubt that 
his Greek training had given him some 
appreciation of the grace of line and 
form which marked all Greek architec- 
ture and sculpture. Nevertheless, it was 
not the surface beauty that drew his 
attention, but what was back of it and 


underneath it—in other words, the inspi- 
ration of it. : 
For Greek art was definitely religious, | 
and pagan. Paul “beheld the city full of | 
idols.” Ernest Renan, the French unbe- | 
liever, has twitted Paul for associating 
all the lovely buildings and statues of | 
Athens with idolatry, but Dr. A. T. Rob- 
ertson has well answered that “Paul | 
knew paganism better than Renan.” 
Here were magnificent temples of Ar- | 
temis, Demeter and Athene, with altars 


to almost innumerable deities, including | 
such abstract ideas as mercy, philan- || 
thropy, energy, rumor, and shame; and, | 
so as to leave none out, “to the unknown FE 


god.” Petronius, a Greek writer, declared | 
that in Athens it was easier to find a g2 qy re 
than a man.

In this glimpse of the apostle Paul we see: 


I. The Passion of a Great Shame (Acts 17:16-21) 
2. The Passion of a Great Pressure (Acts 18:5) 
3. The Passion of a Great Imperative (Acts 19:21) 
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that whatever is executed in its name is 
acceptable to them. That, of course, is 
itself a form of idolatry. But it is doubt- 
ful if “art for art’s sake” is a sufficient 
motive to inspire the utmost in skill. 
Unless it has some added impulse, such 
as religion, or patriotism, or love, it 
rarely rises to the peak of excellence. 
The inspiration will give direction to the 
work. 

For this very reason the child of God 
can never be an abandoned devotee of 
art. There must of necessity be a certain 
caution, and he must consider what is 
behind the creation of the artist as well 
as the work itself before giving it his un- 
qualified admiration. He will not give his 
approval to unchaste art, nor to any- 
thing which promotes a lie, nor to what- 
ever is a breach of the second command- 
ment, nor to that which is consecrated to 
false worship. In such cases admiration 
will be outweighed by stronger emotions. 

So it was with Paul. He could not take 
pleasure in those evidences of a great 
city’s abandonment to idolatry. He could 
not stand back and view them objec- 


' tively, apart from their meaning and 
fuse. 
' Athens, his spirit was provoked within 


“Now while Paul waited ... at 


him, as he beheld the city full of idols” 
(AS.V.). 
That is a strange word which Luke 


_ uses. It is the Greek word from which we 


have our English parorysm. It represents 
intense emotion. It speaks of deep pas- 


' sion. A mighty passion surged up in the 


soul of the apostle who saw, not the 
temples and statues and shrines, but all 
that they stood for. It was the passion of 
a great shame. 

First, he felt shame at such dishonor- 
ing of God. All the learning, all the cul- 
ture, all the philosophy, all the art of 
Athens had not saved it from the com- 
mon guilt of the heathen world, chang- 
ing “the glory of the incorruptible God 
fur the likeness of an image of corrupt- 
ible man, and of birds, and four-footed 
beasts, and creeping things.” In Athens 
they perpetrated the dishonor with more 
grace of line and form than the barbari- 
ans, but that did not lessen it; and Paul, 
filled with jealousy for the honor of God, 
was hurt by the shame of it. 

Then, too, he felt shame at such de- 
basing of man. Here were his fellow 
creatures, made in the image of God, 
and with a capacity for God, so degrad- 
ing that image, so perverting that holy 
faculty, that they were giving themselves 
up to all the sensuality and uncleanness 
connected with the worship of their false 
and voluptuous deities. Made for high 
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communion with God, they were fellow- 
shiping with demons. The spirit of the 
apostle was bowed down with the shame 
of it, and rose up in rebellion against it. 

Such passion must act. Paul’s answer 
was the gospel, in the synagogue, from 
which a mighty witness would flow if 
only his fellow Jews would accept the 
message, and in the market place, where 
new ideas were marketable goods equally 
with purple cloth or onions. But it was 
also a passion under control, so that his 
address to the members of the Areopagus 
was not a tirade, but a sympathetic, rea- 
soned presentation of essential truths 
leading up to the testimony of the risen 
Lord. 

Such passion—strong, active, con- 
trolled — is the work of the Holy Spirit, 
and if we are in tune with the infinite 
Spirit of God, something of that passion 
of shame for the dishonor done to God, 
and for the degradation that sin has 
wrought in our fellows, will possess us 
also. 

II 

From Athens Paul went to Corinth. In 
a letter written years later he confided to 
the Corinthian saints with what feelings 
he had at first come to their city: “And 
I was with you in weakness, and in fear, 
and in much trembling.”

Some affirm that Paul had failed at 
Athens, because so few were converted 
there, and no church was established. 
Not so. Athens, not Paul, had failed. The 
sin of Athens was so gilded by its art and 
its complacency, so supported by its 
learning and philosophy, that the truth 
of the gospel was regarded only as a 
novelty in religion. 

Now, Corinth was “little Athens.” It 
was a great commercial city trying to 
ape the culture of Athens. The moral 
filth of the city was indeed notorious, 
but the vile core was all the harder to 
reach because of this veneer. 

Paul knew all this, and reckoned that 
Corinth might be even less responsive 
than Athens, whose culture was at least 
real and had the dignity of age. No won- 
der he went “in weakness, and in fear, 
and in much trembling.” But he went 
also with a firm determination. He was 
convinced that he had the answer to the 
need of Corinth, if only they would — 
receive it; and whatever might be their 
response, he “determined not to know 
anything among” them, “save Jesus 
Christ, and him crucified.” 

Making his abode with Aquila the tent 
maker, and supporting himself in the 
same labor, Paul began his Corinthian 
ministry in the synagogue. But as the 
weeks sped, the need of the great, wicked 
city bore in upon him, so that he longed 
te break away from the regular round 
of Sabbath ministry and assail the ram- 
parts for Christ. 

By the time Silas and Timothy joined 
him from Macedonia, he was really chaf- 
ing at the bit. He was “pressed in the 
spirit,” as the Authorized Version says, 
though a more accurate rendering would 
be, “pressed by the word.” Here again is 
the apostle aflame with holy passion, 
this time the passion of a great pressure. 

The prophets of old spoke of their 
message from God as “the burden of the 
Lord,” until the phrase was abused by 
false prophets, and its use forbidden. 
Nevertheless, that is exactly what it 
was—a burden which could only be re- 
lieved by its delivery. So Paul felt the 
weight, the pressure of the gospel com- 
mitted to him wherever he saw the 
teeming multitudes to whose desperate 
need that gospel was the only adequate 
answer. 

Several stanzas in Meyer’s remarkable 
poem St. Paul well describe this fearful 
pressure that lay on the. apostle’s spirit 
as he faced men in their sins: 


Oft when the Word is on me to deliver, 
Lifts the illusion, and the truth lies 
bare; 
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Melts in a lucid paradise of air. 


Only like souls I see the men thereunder, 
Bound who should conquer, slaves who 
should be kings, 
Hearing their one hope with an empty 
wonder, 
Sadly contented with a show of things. 


Then with a rush, th’ intolerable craving 
Shivers throughout me, like a trumpet 


call, 
Oh, to save these, to perish for their 
saving, 
Die for their life, be operet for them 
all! 


Can it be that this Word, by which 
alone men can be saved, sits too lightly 
upon us? We revel in its promises, its 
hope, its comfort, its assurance, but alas, 
it does not press upon our spirit for 
utterance in face of a world’s need. May 
the Lord save us from our light com- 
placency, and make us big enough to 
know the passion of a great pressure. 

But here is a wonderful thing. Paul 
responded to this passion of his soul, and 
launched his campaign of witness. In 


reply, the Lord spoke assurance to His 
faithful ambassador: “Be not afraid, but 
speak and hold not thy peace... for I 
have much people in this city.” Then we 
read, “And he dwelt there a year and 
six months, teaching the word of God.” 

Now, that word dwelt signifies sat 
down. It is a word of rest. Once more, 
Paul’s passion was not a wild passion, 
but a passion in full control. He was 
aflame and quiet at the same time. 

That is the character of the passion of 
the Spirit, and it assures the utmost of 
spiritual effectiveness. He has rare bal- 
ance who can be “always at boiling point 
in the Spirit,” and at the same time con- 
tent to “sit down” where God places him 
for sustained ministry. It is not the pas- 
sion of the atomic blast that we need, 
dying away quickly and leaving wreck- 
age behind it, but the passion of a holy 
pressure, steady, constant.

swered his question with this: “Rise, and 
enter into the city, and it shall be told 
thee what thou must do.” 

Surely there was a hint there that 
henceforth he would live as one under 
the compulsion of the divine leading, 
Now, this is not abnormal. This is the 
norm of Christian experience. We say we 
are not under the law, and we are right. 
But if we belong to Christ, we are, with 
Paul, “not without law, but under law to 
Christ.”

N any given period of ten years, more books are published 
I concerning the Lord Jesus Christ than about the ten other 
greatest characters of history. In the life and ministry of 
Christ, there are three subjects each of which has produced 
an enormous literature—His birth, His death, and His 
resurrection. 

As an indication of the wealth of material available on the 
birth of Christ, we might just turn the pages of the great 
two-volume work published in 1906, A Dictionary of Christ 
and the Gospels, edited by James Hastings, and list the sub- 
jects to which separate articles are assigned having to do 
exclusively with our Lord’s birth (with page numbers for 
articles of extended length) : 

Vol. I: Advent, 32-34; Anna; Annunciation, 74-78; Bene- 
dictus; Bethlehem, 194-197; Birth of Christ, 202-208; Boyhood 
of Christ, 224-230; Census, 274-276; Childhood of Jesus, 298-

Frankincense; Fullness of Time, 630-631; Gabriel; Genealogies 
of Jesus Christ, 636-639; Herod, 717-721; Immanuel, 782-784;

Joseph. 

Vol. II: Magi, 97-101; Magnificat, 101-103; Manger; Mary 
the Virgin, 140-142; Myrrh; Nazarene, 234-236; Nazareth; 
Nunc Dimittis; Parents; Presentation; Quirinius, 462-464; _ 
Simeon; Son of David, 653-654; Star, 674-676; Tax; Virgin 
Birth, 804-809. 

Articles on most of these subjects can be found in other 
Biblical encyclopedias, and it is not necessary to construct a 
list for each. Apart from this work by Hastings, the best 
articles, overshadowed with Roman tradition but nevertheless 
valuable, will be‘found in the Catholic Encyclopedia. 

This list, however, does not exhaust the nativity material, 
for if we were to make a complete study of the New Testament 
account of our Lord’s birth, we would of necessity include all 
literature relating to the Old Testament prophecies of His 
birth, quotations from the Old Testament in the nativity 
narratives, works on angels, all treatises on the Holy Spirit. 
volumes discussing the names and titles of Christ, and even 
books that consider the city of Jerusalem, especially the 
temple in Jerusalem. 

Apart from the Biblical material, the outline given below will 
indicate additional areas in which is vast and important 
literature. To learn the actual extent of this literature per- 
taining to the birth of Christ and to Christmas, one needs only 
to open the pages of the two volumes of the Cumulative Book 
Index for the eleven-year period 1938 to 1948, and note that 
there were published during this time (I have not eliminated 
possible duplicates) 615 titles under the word Christmas alone. 
divided as follows: Christmas Entertainments, 54; Christmas 
Pageants, 53; Christmas Plays, 257; Christmas Plays, Religious, 
115; Christmas Poetry, 32; Christmas Sermons, 9; Christmas 
Songs, 10; Christmas Stories, 73. (In the bibliography that 
follows, I am omitting plays, stories, etc., which multiply by 
ethe hundreds and are for the most part ephemeral.) 

With this information before us, let me make one further 
statement, which may surprise my readers, and that is, there 
is not one volume in the English language that covers all the 
subjects of the birth of our Lord arising from the study of the 
Biblical text itself. There are many volumes that attempt to 
survey the New Testament teaching on the death of Christ, 
and some very exhaustive volumes on the resurrection of 
Christ, but there is not one that surveys all the available 
Biblical material on the birth of our Lord. Here is an open 
field for some earnest student, with a gift for writing. Such 
a book is long overdue. 

Before outlining the material, we should note that many 
words used of our Lord’s birth are never used of any other 
historical person, e.g., incarnation and virgin birth. In fact, I 
do not recall any book written about any great historical 
character, other than our Lord, devoted exclusively to his birth.

THE NATIVITY IN MAJOR LIVES OF CHRIST 


T is most amazing that no outstanding life of Christ has 
been published by an American Protestant scholar for the 
last seventy years, and with the single exception of the work 
by David Smith, no exhaustive life of Christ has been pub- 
lished in England by a Protestant scholar of our century. 
The Roman Catholics have put us to shame here. They have

G. H. Box, that “various attempts 
have been made to identify the star of 
this narrative with some heavenly phe- 
nomenon, and to fix its occurrence by 
means of astronomical calculations, but 
the data are too indefinite to allow of 
any certain conclusion in the matter.”

the impact that Christianity can make 
on the hearts and lives of men. So the 
Department of National Defense has 
opened the way for some members of the 
Far East Broadcasting Company to visit 
these settlements. 

The major thing which these mission- 
ary broadcasters have accomplished is to 
place “portable missionaries” in the set- 
tlements. These are pre-tuned radio re- 
ceivers. They are tuned to the wave 
length of the powerful missionary station 
DZAS in Manila. Hence the message of 
the gospel is able to reach many who 
were previously influenced by Commun- 
ism. 


Rural Japan Still Neglected 

Lutheran sources give us some very 
enlightening figures about missionary 
work in Japan today. They say that 
while the net increase in population last 
year was one and a half millions, the 
total gain for all churches, both Protes- 
tant and Roman Catholic, was only 50,- 
000. In spite of this comparatively poor 
showing, however, they feel assured that 
Christianity is really gaining in strength. 

But there is one notable weakness. The 
Christians of Japan seem to be too much 
from the upper classes, from the intel- 
lectuals, and particularly from the cities. 
This concentration of Christian work in 
the cities was a weakness of the work 
before the war, and it doesn’t seem to 
have improved much yet. 

There are reported to be 840 city 
churches, and only six cities without 
churches; 363 town churches, and 1,164 
towns without churches; 99 _ rural 
churches, and 8,854 farm villages without 
churches. In other words, there are 
churches today in 95 per cent of the 
cities, 30 per cent of the towns, and only 
1 per cent of the villages. Yet 49 per cent 
of the whole population of Japan is still 
in the towns and villages. 

Several missions are giving particular 
attention to this situation. To the pres- 
ent, though, their progress has been 
small. Most of the flood of new missions 
attempting to start work in Japan has 
gone to the cities. 


Chapels Closed in Spanish Guinea 
The policy of repression applied against 
the Protestants in Spain seems now to 
have spread to the colonies. Until recent- 
ly the Presbyterians (U.S.A.) had seventy 
chapels in Spanish Guinea. Now the gov- 
ernment has forced them to close the 
twenty which were opened after 1938. 
The others remain open for the present, 
but with restrictions. For instance, it is 
forbidden to announce the time of meet- 
ings publicly by the use of a drum or a 
bell. 


East African Unrest 
Africa is still mostly under the control 
of various European nations. But all the 
way from Morocco to Cape Town there 
is a growing restiveness on the part of 
the people, which sometimes breaks out 
into open violence. Communism has had 
some part in it. But Communism has 
usually just exploited a situation which 
was already a potential source of trouble. 
One of the areas frequently affected is 
East Africa. Here are a couple of para- 
graphs taken from a recent missionary 














letter from Kenya Colony.

Half-Million for Promotion 

The newest translation was introduced 
by a $500,000 promotion campaign han- 
dled by one of the nation’s largest adver- 
tising agencies. An initial press run of 
nearly one million volumes was ordered 
by Thomas Nelson & Sons, publishers, 
profit to go to the publishers and to the 
National Council of the Churches of 
Christ in the U.S.A., sponsor and copy- 
right owner. 

National Council members for the 
most part have responded enthusiasti- 
cally to the new publication and are 
helping publicize it through member 
denominations and through state and 
church councils reaching into nearly 
every community in the country. 

Representing one point of view, Prof. 
Walter J. Harrelson, of Andover Newton 
Theological School in Massachusetts, has 
called the version “a new height in Bible 
translation . . . the most accurate ver- 
sion of the Bible ever printed.” 

The American Council of Christian 
Churches, on the other hand, through its 
president, Dr. W. W. Breckbill, declares 
its belief that “alert and straight-think- 
ing Christians . . . will reject this ‘New 
Bible’ of modernism.” “The new Revised 
Standard Version,” he adds, “is a prod- 
uct of such men and such organizations 
as often deny or question the founda- 
tional teaching of the Christian faith.” 

(Moopy MontHLy presents a detailed 
statement relative to the new version 
on page 269 of this issue.) 

Appraising the new version in both 
United Evangelical Action and Eternity, 
Dr. Oswald T. Allis points out in detail 
reasons why “a version prepared by 
higher critics and on higher critical prin- 
cipals cannot be acceptable to evangel- 
ical, Bible-believing Christians.” 

The new work is being advertised un- 
der the endorsement of men known for 
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their liberal position—Dr. Norman Vin- 
cent Peale, Bishop Henry Knox Sherrill, 
Dr. Ralph W. Sockman, Dr. Harry Emer- 
son Fosdick and Dr. Frank C. Laubach. 
Their point of view is expressed by Dr. 
Fosdick, who ,hails the new version as 
“in a real sense the authorized transla- 
tion for our Protestant churches.” 

With this Dr. Carl McIntire, president 
of the International Council of Christian 
Churches, is in sharp disagreement, as- 
serting that the R.S.V. “should not be 
accepted for use in public or private 
worship or devotions.” Among reasons 
cited by Dr. McIntire in his statement 
are: (1) the teaching of the virgin birth 
of Christ has been eliminated from .. . 
the Old Testament; (2) failure to make 
distinction in the text between the ac- 
tual translation of the Greek and He- 
brew and the words added by the trans- 
lators themselves; (3) possession of the 
copyright by the National Council which 
places control of the version’s use in that 
organization’s hands and directs profits 
to the National Council treasury; and 
(4) failure in the preface to state that 
the Bible is the Word of God. 


Catholic Translation 

U.S. Roman Catholics also are work- 
ing on a new English translation to re- 
place the 343-year old Douay Bible. The 
Catholic Biblical Association is sponsor- 
ing the committee of thirty-seven Ro- 
man Catholic scholars, who are working 
on the translation of the Old and New 
Testaments from the original texts. The 
committee is headed by Louis Hartman 
of Catholic University. 

The first eight books, Genesis through 
Ruth, of the new Confraternity Bible 
have been published. The whole work 
will not be finished until 1955. 

Concerning the work, Associate Editor 
Roland Murphy says: “Expecting great, 
important changes in the Bible through 
new translations is the red herring of 
Bible science. There won’t be any.”

For Sunday School Workers 

In Portland, Ore., 1,673 delegates and 
visitors registered for the recent four- 
day seventh annual National Sunday 
School Convention. In addition some 
3,500 children attended a special chil- 
dren’s rally, which featured Stuart 
Hamblen, cowboy evangelist, and War- 
ren Filkin, of Chicago’s Northern Bap- 
tist Theological Seminary, who per- 
formed feats of gospel magic. 

A colorful, mile-long parade, that in- 
cluded sixteen decorated floats, three 
bands, and 2,500 marching Sunday school 
children, climaxed the convention. 

Evening speakers were Paul Copeland, 
Sunday school department director of 
the Assemblies of God; Edward John 
Carnell, of Fuller Theological Seminary 
in Pasadena, Calif., and Harold W. Erick- 
son, NSSA vice-president. 

Sunday school workers from fifty de- 
nominational groups and from thirty 
states and Canadian provinces heard 
Clate A. Risley, newly appointed NSSA 
general secretary, speak on “A National 
Organization with a World Vision.” 

A highlight of one session was the 
world premiere showing of the sound 
and color film, “No Vacant Chairs,” pro- 
duced by Moody Bible Institute. The pic- 
ture deals with leadership training. 

A. L. Brown, national Sunday school 
secretary of the Free Methodist Church 
of North America, was re-elected NSSA 
president. 


Crusade Returns 

Elsewhere throughout the nation early 
reports on the success of the Christ for 
Everyone campaign show heartening re- 
sults, according to Horace F. Dean, cam- 
paign director. The campaign consisted 
of personal visitation by local groups in 
each community, prayer meetings, dis- 
tribution of literature, and preaching 
missions. 

First to be heard from was the small 
farming community of Elizabethtown, 
Pa., which reported more than thirty 
professions of faith. Leaders there are 
eager to repeat the plan next year, Dean 
said.

Enthusiasm in New England was like- 
wise reported. “I am sure this will be 
the greatest fall for evangelism in a long 
while in our New England,” declared Dr. 
Wesley Huber, executive secretary of the 
New England Evangelistic Association. 

Several county-wide campaigns were 
reported with churches uniting to carry 
on the evangelistic work. 

Premier Ernest C. Manning of Canada 
has indicated a “splendid response in the 
western Canadian provinces.” In a na- 
tional radio broadcast in Canada, Man- 
ning used the theme, “Christ for Every- 
one—Everyone for Christ.” 


Revival for Russia? 

Looking toward Russia, Admiral Alan 
G. Kirk, former U.S. ambassador to that 
country, recently predicted that in the 
foreseeable future the Soviet Union would 
have a “recrudescence and upsurge” of 
religious faith. Kirk made his statement 
in an address to a men’s communion 
breakfast in connection with the tri- 
ennial general convention of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church. He is president 
of the American Committee for the 
Liberation of the Peoples of Russia. 

Two million Russians, controlled by 
only 3 per cent of their fellows, cannot 
forever tolerate the “iron-clad” rule of 
a dictatorship, Kirk told the churchmen. 
He warned against the American tend- 
ency to over-play and build-up the 
Soviet leaders as supermen capable of 
world destruction. At the same time the 
former ambassador insisted that the 
threat of Communism must be met with 
“a certain amount of armed forces.” 


Approve R.S.V. 

Delegates to the eighteenth \biennial 
convention of the United Lutheran 
Church in America voted 343-198 for ap- 
proval of the new Revised Standard Ver- 
sion of the Bible for general use, thus 
placing the largest group in Lutheran- 
dom behind the new translation. In ad- 
dition, they re-elected Franklin Clark 
Fry to his fifth successive two-year term 
as president. 

The convention also received the newly 
created Caribbean Synod as the thirty- 
fourth constituent synod of the church 
body. The new synod brings the ULCA’s 
membership to more than two million 
communicants in approximately 4,180 
congregations. 

In other action the church agreed to 
a request from the Lutheran World Fed- 
eration to begin missionary work in 
Malaya, the first new mission field the 
church body has entered in thirty years. 


One Million Strong 

Conversions in this country is the goal 
of Youth for Christ International, which 
has launched a nation-wide crusade 
among teen-agers to enroll 10,000 young 
persons, each plédged to try to win 100 
converts to Christ for a spiritual army 
of one million. The crusade will be car- 
ried on through the one thousand Youth 
for Christ rallies and the organization’s 
1,500 high school Bible clubs. 

Tied in with this spiritual crusade will 
be eight-day youth trips which will bring 
busloads of Christian youth into various 
cities for an effort to reach specific areas 
with the gospel through house-to-house 
visitation, radio and TV programs, mo- 
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Perils of the Pulpit 

Perils of preaching from an un- 
familiar pulpit are described in 
the Northern Ireland edition of 
the Diocesan Chronicle by the 
Bishop of Rochester. To a short 
person there is the excitement of 
learning whether his head will 
appear above the pulpit edge and 
whether a footstool will be pro- 
vided if necessary, the Bishop 
writes. He recalls the experience 
of a minister precariously perched 
on an improvised erection of has- 
socks. After announcing as his 
text Psalm 24:15, he “dramat- 
ically disappeared while declaim- 
ing the words: ‘I go hence and 
be no more seen.’”

A cross large enough to be seen by 
people of four states may soon be erected 
on Bald Knob Mountain, about forty 
miles northeast of Cairo, Il. , 

Wayman Presley, Makanda, IIl., mail 
carrier, conceived the idea after attend- 
ing Easter services on Bald Knob Moun- 
tain. Now land has been purchased and 
plans drawn for the $300,000 shrine. 

The cross will be 150 feet tall with 
arms sixty feet from tip to tip. It will 
be lighted at night so as to be visible 
from Illinois, Missouri, Indiana, and 
Kentucky. 

Plans call for a chapel in the base of 
the cross, a ranger station on top, and a 
hall in its arms which will be reached 
by an elevator. 


Reprieve in Italy 

Roman Catholic Italy has lifted a 
police ban against the Church of Christ 
after United States diplomatic interven- 
tion. The Italian action came after a 
storm of protest in the United States. 
The U.S. embassy was told that the 
church would be permitted to go ahead 
with all normal activities until the gov- 
ernment acted on its application for per- 
manent permission to operate in Italy. 


Other world highlights this month in- 
clude the following: 


GERMANY—A floating church has 
been launched in the port of Hamburg. 
The local river boatmen’s congregation 
has rebuilt a ship from the German navy 
which will serve as church and youth 
club for the Lutheran congregation. The 
floating church will seat 140 worshipers 
and will have painted glass windows il- 
lustrating cities and areas of East Ger- 
many, from where most of the river 
boatmen came.

this new crackdown on Roman Catholic 
leaders behind the Iron Curtain. 


VATICAN CITY—Roman Catholicism 
is concerned because of the declining 
number of girls and women taking vows 
in the church’s various religious orders. 
This was indicated recently by a state- 
ment made by the Pope before mothers 
superior in Rome. 

“The grave crisis,” the Pope said, “has 
not reached all countries and its effect is 
not everywhere equal. But in a certain 
number of European’ countries this 
[membership loss] causes great concern. 
In a region where, twenty years ago, 
feminine religious life was flourishing, 
the number taking the vows of the orders 
has decreased by one-half.” 


INDIA—Dr. and Mrs. William Cook, 
newly appointed missionaries to India 
under the Conservative Baptist Mis- 
sion society, will head a new Bible train- 
ing school in Calcutta in the William 
Carey church, founded by William Carey, 
first missionary to India. The school will 
use the church until more adequate 
quarters are needed. Dr. and Mrs. Cook 
plan to make the school wholly support- 
ed by people of India as soon as possibie, 
so that eventually the school may be ad- 
ministered, taught, and supported apart 
from American money or American mis- 
sionaries. 


FORMOSA—Thousands of Chinese 
Communists taken prisoner in Korea 
have renounced Communism and have 
tatooed Nationalist emblems on their 
arms, Dick Hillis, of the Formosa Gospel 
Crusade, reports. Ten thousand of these 
prisoners have made a definite stand for 
Christ, he adds. The crusade has under- 
taken to conduct Bible study and mem- 
ory courses for each of the new believers. 


From Here and There 

> The American Bible Society, in con- 
nection with the observance of the cen- 
tenary of the death of Louis Braille, has 
published a new edition of the Bible in 
Braille for the blind. The complete Bible 
in Braille requires eighteen large vol- 
umes, but so many requests for it have 
been received that a second edition is 
under way. 


>» Dr. Louis T. Talbot. for twenty years 
director and president of the Bible In- 
stitute of Los Angeles, recently resigned 
that post. The Institute’s dean, Samuel 
H. Sutherland, has been elected by the 
board of directors to succeed him. Dr. 
Talbot will be BIOLA’s chancellor and 
director of world-wide missions. 


> An appeal has been made to Roman 
Catholic leaders in Richmond, Va., and 
Washington, D.C., to name communities 
in Virginia where they said acts of dis- 
crimination have been committed against 
them by civil authorities. The appeal was 
issued by Protestants and Other Amer- 
icans United for Separation of Church 
and State (POAU), which pointed out 
that corrective action, if needed, was im- 
possible because of refusal to name the 
localites where the objectionable acts 











allegedly had occurred. 
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» The problems of the United States will 
not be solved because of the election of 
a new President or of a new congress, 
Armin C. Oldsen recently told the Lu- 
theran Hour radio audience. Oldsen said 
that “far more important than the kind 
of government that is in power in a 
country is the character of those who 
control the government and the charac- 
ter of those who are subjects of the gov- 
ernment.” He based his sermon, “A Vote 
for God.” on Psalm 33:12, “Blessed is 
the nation whose God is the Lord.” 


» Protestant church schools increased in 
enrollment by 60 per cent during the ten 
year period from 1938 to 1948, it is re- 
ported by Mark Fakkema, educational 
director of the National Association of 
Christian Schools, an affiliate of the Na- 
tional Association of Evangelicals. Dur- 
ing that time Roman Catholic enroll- 
ment increased by 7 per cent, Fakkema 
said. 


> The sixth Wheaton Bible lands cruise 
will sail from New York February 18, 
1953, aboard the Italian liner S.S. Andrea 
Doria, according to the cruise director, 
Joseph P. Free, archaeology professor at 
Wheaton College, Wheaton, Ill. Head- 
quarters will be at Jerusalem with trips 
to Bethlehem, Hebron, Samaria, Jacob’s 
Well, and other important biblical sites 
of Palestine. The trip also will include 
visits in Italy, Egypt, Lebanon, Syria, 
Arabia and Israeli, Palestine. Optional 
side trips to other Mediterranean and 
European countries are also offered. 


> Waldo Yeager, of Toledo, Ohio, was 
elected chairman of the Christian Busi- 
ness Men’s Committee International at 
that organization’s fifteenth annual con- 
ference. Other international officers are 
Theodore E. McCully, vice-chairman, and 
Don F. McKechnie, secretary-treasurer. 
Thirty-four new committees have joined 
the International this year, it was re- 
ported at the conference, bringing the 
total number of committees to 278. 


> “The Word of Life” is the theme for 
the annual observance of Universal Bible 
Sunday on December 14. This Sunday 
will be observed with the world-wide 
Bible reading program which will con- 
tinue from Thanksgiving Day to Christ- 
mas, according to the American Bible 
Society, which sponsors the program. For 
the first time this year, the program’s 
reading lists will be provided in Braille. 


>» The honorary degree of doctor of laws 
was recently conferred upon John E. 
Brown, Jr., president of John Brown 
University, by the Bible Institute of Los 
Angeles. The degree was conferred by Dr. 
Sam Sutherland, BIOLA’s new president. 
at the regular morning worship service 
on the John Brown University campus in 
Siloam Springs, Ark. 


Christmas Program Helps 
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JESUS AND THE WISE MEN 

What was the approximate age of the 
Christ Child when the Wise Men ar- 
rived? How old was Jesus when Herod 
decreed that all male children under 
two years of age in that particular re- 
gion should be killed?—V.D.R., Ship- 
shewana, Ind. 

According to Luke 2:21 and in fulfill- 
ment of the law in Leviticus 12:1-4, 6, 
the child Jesus was forty days old when 
his mother Mary and Joseph brought 
Him to the temple in Jerusalem “to pre- 
sent him to the Lord.” No doubt they 
had been staying on in Bethlehem all 
this time, and it is quite possible that 
they stayed on in Bethlehem some time 
after this, so that there was a consider- 
able period of time during which the 
Wise Men could have appeared. It is not 
known exactly when. 

But even though it may have been 
some considerable time after the birth, it 
is not improbable at all that Herod was 
not aware of it (Matt. 2:1-5), for al- 
though the birth was attested by a bright 
star. it was apparently only further wit- 
nessed by a little group of shepherds and 
a small circle to whom they told it, and 
made no stir in the world about. It may 
therefore have been months after the 
birth when the Wise Men came. Nor 
should there be any difficulty about the 
star leading them to “where the young 
child was” (Matt. 2:9, 10) some such 
time after the birth. Surely the Lord 
could cause the star to appear to them 
to fulfill His purpose. Perhaps a special 
miracle was not even necessary for that. 

Again, it is not known exactly how old 
the child Jesus was when Herod carried 
out his cruel decree. It may have been 
some time before Herod realized the 
Wise Men had “mocked” him in return- 
ing to their own land by another way. It 
is not necessary to suppose that Jesus 
was two years old then. Herod would 
want to make sure that such a child 
would be destroyed, which could be ex- 
pected from such a brutal, barbarous 
person, ready to murder his own sons.

MARY MAGDALENE 

Who was Mary Magdalene? Was she 
the sister of Martha and Lazarus?— 
A.R.B., Kansas City, Mo.

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Mary Magdalene was neither the sinful 
woman mentioned in Luke 7:37-50, nor 
the sister of Martha and Lazarus. Mary, 
the sister of Martha, lived in Bethany. 
Mary Magdalene was Mary of Magdala, 
a town near Tiberias (Matt. 15:39), on 
the west side of the sea of Galilee. It 
was she out of whom the Lord cast 
seven demons, the number seven prob- 
ably referring to a specially aggravated 
case of demon possession. She was one 
of those who, according to Luke 8:3, 
“ministered unto him of their sub- 
stance,” and may have been a person of 
influence and means. She was certainly a 
most devoted follower of the Lord and 
was last at the cross and first at the 
resurrection (Matt. 27:56, 61; 28:1). 
These passages all name her first as 
probably a woman of strong faith, char- 
acter and decision.

ISRAEL AND THE NATIONS 

What is the significance of Deuter- 
onomy 32:8: “When the Most High 
divided to the nations their inheritance, 
when he separated the sons of Adam, 
he set the bounds of the people accord- 
ing to the number of the children of 
Israel”? Since His people had the land 
of Israel, how could this affect the 
boundaries of all other nations ?—H.S..,

The allusion in the beginning of this 
verse is to the dispersion at the tower of 
Babel (Gen. 11). A literal Jewish inter- 
pretation is that when God so divided 
the nations (Jewish tradition makes the 
number of these nations seventy with 
seventy different languages), He left 
room for His people Israel, so that they 
might enter and dwell in the promised 
land without creating difficulties for 
other peoples. The children of Lot (Am- 
mon and Moab), and the children of 
Esau (the Edomites) were strictly pre- 
served from such difficulty or disturb- 
ance (Deut. 2:4-9, 19). But there is some 
difficulty in this view since Palestine had 
to be conquered and its inhabitants dis- 
possessed. Therefore it should be under- 
stood as a somewhat poetic expression of 
God’s purpose of providing a land for 
His people. Deuteronomy 32 is poetry. 

However, there is a spiritual interpre- 
tation which is rather the real meaning 
of this passage. The apostle Paul de- 
clares in Acts 17:26, 27 that God has 
determined for all nations the bounds of 
their habitation “that they should seek 


the Lord.” According to Acts 15:16, 17 it 
is finally through Israel as God’s serv- 
ants and messengers “that the residue of 
men might seek after the Lord, and all 
the Gentiles [nations], upon whom my 
name is called” (italics ours, and see also 
Zech. 8:23). 

The ancient Greek version of the Old 
Testament translates the latter half of 
Deuteronomy 32:8, “He set the bounds of 
the peoples according to the number of 
the angels of God.” But the word “angel” 
also means “messenger” so that it could 
read “according to His messengers,” re- 
ferring thus to Israel as the bearers, 
finally, of the glad tidings to the nations. 
Israel indeed is strategically located at 
the very heart of the heathen world and 
especially of Mohammedanism, a great 
barrier to the gospel for 1400 years. And 
the word Mediterranean means the cen- 
ter of the earth. 


+++ 
THE VIRGIN BIRTH 

Why is not the virgin birth pro- 
claimed in ihe Gospels according to 
Mark and John as well as Matthew and 
Luke, and also in the epistles of Paul 
and others? Why is it that in some 
places Jesus is called Joseph’s son or the 
carpenter’s son? 

The alleged silence on the part of 
Mark, John, and others is an old argu- 
ment of deniers of the virgin birth of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. It is called the argu- 
ment from silence. It is quite true that it 
apparently was not included in the 
preaching of the early days of the found- 
ing of the Church in Jerusalem and Pal- 
estine. 

But there is good reason for this. In 
the first place, it did not come within the 
scope of their purpose or argument. It 
was not necessary. They were especially 
witnesses of the resurrection of the One 
who had been crucified. This was to be 
the evidence to Israel that He was indeed 
the One sent and approved of God and 
all He claimed to be. 

Nor is it any more necessary or logical 
today in approaching people with the 
gospel to begin with the virgin birth or 
insist on presenting the whole body of 
Christian doctrine at once. For the same 
reason also that the Lord Jesus Himself 
did not give out at once the full declara- 
tion of His Messiahship even to His disci- 
ples, so also they did not at once declare 
things which might have been hard to 
understand or might have been misun- 
derstood. 

For this reason, therefore, it might 
have been held back during the lifetime 
of Mary—to spare her the calumny which 
would arise in the minds of many, and as 
a matter of fact did rise when the doc- 
trine was first openly declared. Mark 
(who wrote early), as the apostle Paul in 
some of His epistles, is reticent about so 
delicate a matter during the lifetime of 
Mary—a matter which would expose her 
to shame and attack on the part of un- 
believers and deniers. Modern deniers of 
the virgin birth on this ground seem to 
be incapable of understanding such deli- 
cacy of feeling and thoughtfulness. There 
was no ignorance of the virgin birth on 
the part of these early writers; the igno- 
rance is on the part of its deniers. 

But even where it is not specifically 
declared or emphasized, it is certainly 
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implied throughout the New Testament. 
As one writer says: “It is possible to 
think of an ordinary conception by the 
power of the divine Spirit; but it is diffi- 
cult so to do, considering the product: 
a holy seed, sinless, incorruptible flesh, 
and a life-giving spirit of holiness; a 
man, it is true, but different from any 
other man, in that He was God-man” 
(Briggs). The entire early Church is 
united in its testimony to this wonderful, 
holy event of the virgin birth. 

As for such expressions as ‘“‘the carpen- 
ter’s son” (Matt. 13:55), or “the son of 
Joseph” (Luke 4:22; John 1:45; 6:42), it 
is not the Holy Spirit or believers who so 
designated the Lord Jesus; it is simply 
the record of what the people thought, as 
naturally they would. How else could 
they speak or think of Him? As a matter 
of fact, such statements are rather an 
argument in favor of something remark- 
able, unique about Him. They are amazed 
at His person and works in the light of 
what they suppose Him to be—along with 
unbelievers today—the carpenter’s nat- 
ural son. 

The lack of mention in so many words 
of a virgin birth on the part of Mark and 
John may also be explained by the pur- 
pose or aspect of Christ they present: 
Mark presents Him as the Servant, the 
Branch (a Messianic title—Zech. 3:8), 
and therefore does not trouble about a 
genealogy. John presents Him as pre- 
existent, as God Himself come to dwell 
in the flesh. As pre-existing with God 
and as God, there is also no thought of 
a genealogy or birth. Perhaps it is a 
thought too high and wonderful for any 
description as to how He became flesh. 

Deniers of the virgin birth, particular- 
ly advocates of the argument from si- 
lence, seem generally to lack such spir- 
itual understanding of the Scriptures as 
to grasp or appreciate this.

There is no thrill quite like the coming 
of Christmas. The whole world feels it, 
even though there are many who do not 
know just why or how their lives have 
been affected by the coming of Christ. 
They have not received Him as Saviour 
and Lord, so they do not recognize the 
real reason for His coming. Like the 
world when Jesus came, they sit in dark- 
ness and need to see the “great light” 
(Isa. 9:2). Let us bring them the light 
of the gospel this Christmas. Let us 
“keep Christ in Christmas” in all our 
celebration of the season. 

Our lesson brings before us the true 
greatness of that blessed scene in Beth- 
lehem’s manger. It was no ordinary boy 
who had been born. As a matter of fact, 
the birth of any child is an extraordinary 
event, but here it was evident that God’s 
great plan of redemption for the human 
race was being worked out. Mighty things 
were astir on that quiet night in Bethle- 
hem. The beautiful Christmas hymn by 
Phillips Brooks expresses it well: 


“How silently, how silently 

The wondrous Gift is given! 

So God imparts to human hearts 
The blessings of His heaven.” 


And again, 


“The hopes and fears of all the years 
Are met in thee tonight.” 


We find here that: 


1. The Holy Spirit Acted (v. 18) 

He is the “Executive” of the Godhead, 
as someone has put it, the One who 
carries out the eternal plans of God. 
Here He brings about the miraculous 
conception in human form of the eternal 
Son of God, and thus opens the way for 
man’s return to God against whom he 
has sinned. 

The virgin birth of our Lord is a vital 
and fundamental truth of our faith, for 
without it we obviously have no Re- 
deemer. Only through such a coming 
into the world could the Holy One of 
God become fiesh. Anything else would 
be inconceivable, for He was, always has 
been, and is now the eternal, sinless Son 
of God. 

No one else could have borne the sins 
of the world. None but the virgin-born— 
the One whose coming was overshadowed 
by the Holy Spirit (Luke 1:35), the in- 
carnate Son of God—could be our Re- 
deemer. 


Il. The Angel of God Spoke (vv. 19- 
21) 
What to us seems a blessed and mirac-

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ulous thing could impress Joseph, with 
his limited knowledge, only as a tragedy. 
Nothing would do for him but to put 
away his betrothed and beloved Mary. 
The stern law of his people demanded it 
and he (v. 19) was a man obedient to 
the law of Israel. This separation could 
be effected publicly with open disgrace 
to the woman, or privately with just two 
witneses. Joseph was kind and decided 
upon the latter course. It was like Joseph. 

Then the angel of God spoke! To 
Joseph’s eternal credit it is to be noted 
that he listened and obeyed. He may 
not have fully understood, and yet he 
may well have done so, for he was evi- 
dently a believer in the Holy Scriptures 
which told of the coming One. 

May we also listen for the voice of God 
at this Christmas season of 1952! We 
need so desperately to hear the voice of 
God once more in spiritual revival, in glo- 
rious testimony to Jesus as Saviour and 
Lord. The Bible is full of this glorious 
message which can reach our helpless and 
hopeless world only through us. 


Ill. The Prophecies Were Fulfilled 
(vv. 22, 2 

God is concerned that the prophetic 
promises of His Word should be fulfilled 
in meticulous detail. He said it—it is 
so. How we do need to remind ourselves 
of the fact as we think of the promises 
of our Lord’s second coming. He has 
come. He will come again. 

An especially helpful thought here is 
suggested by J. D. Jones, quoted in 
Peloubet’s Notes. He declares that the 
incarnation was natural and inevitable 
because (1) God being personal must 
reveal Himself; and (2) man is a moral 
and spiritual being with a capacity for 
knowing God, and that makes the in- 
carnation both possible and likely. 

So we declare triumphantly. as we 
conclude our lesson: 


IV. The Saviour Came (vv. 
25) 

This is not just pious talk, or wishful 
thinking. It is reality. He did come! 
And He came to save us from our sins. 
Don’t celebrate Christmas this year with- 
out making known to your family, your 
friends, your neighbors, your church, 
that a Saviour has come and is ready to 
redeem them from their sins. It is an 
essential part of keeping this precious 
holiday! 

The writer of these notes extends to 
you his personal good wishes for a blessed 
and joyful Christmas season in your

Wise Men Seek Jesus 
Matthew 2:1-12 


MEMORY SELECTION: And ye shall 
seek me, and find me, when ye shail 
search for me with all your heart.— 
Jeremiah 29:13 


With the glow of Christmas still in our 
hearts it seems to be a special privilege 
to study a second Christmas lesson today. 
After all, it really is a subject which 
cannot be exhausted in one lesson! 

The coming of Christ involved man in 
the necessity for some response. To 
recognize that “God so loved the world 
that he gave his only begotten Son” as 
the world’s greatest love gift brings with 
it the inescapable necessity of doing 
something about the rest of the verse, 
“that whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting life” 
(John 3:16). 

The story of the Wise Men seeking 
Jesus reveals several attitudes toward 
Christ which find their counterparts in 
the way men receive the fact of His 
coming today. Five words may be used 
to express five reactions. 


I. Expectancy (vv. 1, 2) 

These men of another race knew the 
Jewish Scriptures and were aware that 
the Messiah was to come. Many others, 
including the religious leaders of the 
Jews, had at hand the same information 
(vv. 4, 5). But there was a vital and 
transforming difference in these men of 
the East, for they looked for His coming 
with keen desire and expectancy. It is 
one thing to know the truth and quite 
another to be thrilled and moved by it. 

One wonders whether we have not be- 
come so familiar with this whole story 
of Christ’s birth that we, like the Jews, 
have a perfect but dead knowledge 
instead of an expectant faith. We need 
an awakening, a new appreciation of 
what it means to follow Christ and a 
desire to live for Him with strength and 
grace. 


II. Fear (vv. 3, 7, 8, 12) 

Herod was a capable ruler, but ungodly 
and ruthless in his determination to 
crush anything or anyone threatening to 
reduce his power. It has been well said 
that “the demons of Herod’s life were 
jealousy of power, and suspicion, its nec- 
essary companion.” So determined was 
he to maintain his position that he had 
killed many members of his own family 
for whom he otherwise had apparent 
affection. 

Now he had heard that Jesus, who was 
the real ruler of the Jews, had been 
born, and he was afraid; so he laid crafty 
plans to destroy Him. God saw to it that 
his evil purpose was not consummated. 

Some men and women in our day fear 
the coming of Jesus into their lives, for 
they will not have Him as ruler over 
them. They love their selfish ways and 
their sinful pleasures, and as they must 
face the question what they will do with 
Jesus, fear arises in their hearts. 


III. Indifference (vv. 4-6) 
When the Wise Men came to Jerusa- 
lem to inquire where the Christ was 
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born, there was an immediate answer 
from the religious leaders. They knew 
that He was to be born in Bethlehem. 
The remarkable prophecy in Micah 5:2 
had made that clear 700 years before. 

But the knowledge of the priests and 
scribes did not move them to faith and 
action. They told the Magi where to go, 
but they did not go themselves. 

How sad to see the indifference to the 
claims of Christ today. Men seem to 
think that if they do not hate the church, 
or fight Christianity, or deny the Bible, 
they are then free from guilt. They could 
not be more grievously mistaken. Let 
them read Matthew 11:23 and 24 and 
recall that Capernaum’s sin was just 
polite indifference. It is an awful thing 
to neglect God’s salvation in Christ! 


IV. Joy (vv. 9, 10) 

These earnest seekers for the Christ- 
child were full of joy “when they saw 
the star” and realized that God was lead- 
ing them. Just the anticipation of seeing 
Him gave them “exceeding great joy.” 
Friend, have you been having that kind 
of joy during these holidays? 

Many folk have had a happy Christ- 
mas because the right things have hap- 
pened, but real joy is a gift of God so 
deep and powerful that our feelings are 
not controlled by what happens. 

Then the Wise Men found Him and 
their joy was full as they bowed down in 


V. Worship (v. 11) 

Have we been as wise as they were? 
Has there been real worship in our hearts 
and homes and churches? Have we like 
them brought to Him (as well as to each 
other) our gifts? We demonstrate the re- 
ality of our worship as we show our 
gratitude for the redemption which has 
come to us in Christ. 

God is looking for men who will bring 
Him the worship of their hearts (John 
4:23). Let us be among the wise men who 
thus seek Jesus! 





January 4 
Tracing Character to Its 
Source 


Matthew 15:1-11, 18-20 
MEMORY SELECTION: Keep thy heart 
with all diligence; for out of it are the 
issues of life—Proverbs 4:23 

The never-ending struggle of Chris- 
tianity is to keep the simple gospel of the 
grace of God in Christ Jesus free to oper- 
ate in all its glory and power, unhindered 
by the traditions and formulas of men. 

The problem existed in Jesus’ day, and 
we find Him in this lesson throwing off 
the additions and encumbrances of the 
traditionalists of His day as He answered 
a delegation of scribes and Pharisees who 
had come all the way from Jerusalem to 
Capernaum hoping to ensnare Him by 
their questions and their quibbling. 

We may well learn here how to meet 
the same situation in our time, for it is 
still true that the heart of the gospel is 
obscured by the teachings of men. 


I. Washed Hands and Unwashed 
Hearts (vv. 1, 2) 
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GOD used Dr. Lewis Sperry Chafer 
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1924, when no independent, theo- 
logically conservative seminaries 
existed, to train young men to 


“Preach the Word.” 


GOD granted him 28 years as pres- 
ident to guide Dallas Seminary 
into the achievement of his ob- 
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and a growth beyond his dreams. 
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In the process of interpreting the law 
of Moses and applying it to the details of 
daily life, the religious leaders of Israel 
had developed a formidable array of in- 
tricate and onerous rules which had lit- 
erally buried the spirit of the law and 
had substituted ritualistic formalism for 
spiritual life. They had actually become 
so bold and self-assured that they had 
set the traditions up as being superior 
to the law itself. 

The attack on Jesus because His dis- 
ciples ate with unwashed hands did not 
refer to the proper cleansing of hands 
before eating, but to the elaborate cere- 
monial washings which were regarded as 
necessary if one had touched a Gentile 
or something a Gentile had touched in 
the market place. 

Jesus disposed of their question by 
pointing out that the outward worship 
they advocated was a profession from the 
lips but not from the heart. He did not 
object to the washing of hands, but made 
clear that the important thing is the 
cleansing of the heart. 

We do not have the same problem to- 
day, but all too often in the church and 
in Christian circles we have rules estab- 
lished or restrictions imposed and a re- 
quired conformity which we do not have 
the right to ask of our neighbor. While 
we condemn the attitude of the Phari- 
sees, we must beware lest we fall into 
their error. 


II. Traditions of Men and the Com- 
mandments of God (vv. 3-9) 

Jesus struck at the very heart of the 
matter when He made clear to the scribes 
and Pharisees (and to us) that holding 
to tradition was for the purpose of evad- 
ing the full and true responsibility which 
comes to us from God. That is why men 
prefer to follow the traditions of their 
own making and evade the command- 
ment of God. 

One who was too avaricious and stingy 
to support his aged and needy parents 
(and we have them around today also) 
could evade that God-given resvonsibility 
by claiming that he had dedicated all 
that he had in a vow to God. That ex- 
cused him, though he never kept the vow. 
It was convenient. comfortable and 
cheap, so why go the difficult way of 
obedience to the law of God? Thus do 
men make of none effect the Word of 
God (v. 6) and make their professed wor- 
ship of God a vain thing. Note the awful 
indictment of Isaiah (Matt. 15:7-9) and 
ask yourself if it is true of us today. 

Having disposed of His learned critics 
in such final fashion, the Lord turned 
to the multitude to teach them the un- 
derlying truth which would enable them 
to distinguish and choose between: 


III. Outward Standards and Inward 
Principles (vv. 10, 11, 18-20) 

Our Lord would never condemn those 
worthy traditions of worship and service 
which are a part of the heritage of Chris- 
tian believers and which, properly appre- 
hended. can be both desirable and help- 
ful. But we must never tolerate that 
which operates on the outward basis of 
a formal fulfillment of man’s standards 
and obscures the true heart relationship 
to God through Jesus Christ. 

Moral defilement is not a matter of 
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foods eaten, but of words spoken, ex- 
pressing as they do the thoughts and in- 
tents of a man’s heart. Murder is not 
simply an outward act of violence, but 
comes out of a heart of hate. Adultery 
is not just the act of seducing another’s 
wife, it is in looking at her with adul- 
terous thought and intent. A man has 
stolen long before he puts his hand out 
and takes the thing he wants. Evil 
thoughts originate the lies and blas- 
phemies which men later express. Read 
Matthew 5:21-32 and you will have a 
better idea of what our Lord means in 
this passage. 

Above all, a man must keep his heart 
(Prov. 4:23), for out of it are all the is- 
sues of life. We must be right at the 
center if we are to be right at the cir- 
cumference of life. 





January 11 
Confessing and Following 
Christ 
Matthew 16:13-25 
MEMORY SELECTION: “Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God.”—Mat- 

thew 16:16 

Christ’s extended ministry of almost 
two years in Galilee drew to a close. He 
took His twelve disciples, the apostles, 
with Him to Caeserea Philippi where He 
began to give them more personal in- 
struction, evidently looking forward to 
His crucifixion, which was now only six 
months away. 

It was time to prepare them for that 
event which was to be a trial of their 
faith, by establishing in their hearts and 
minds the truth of His Messiahship. He 
does so by asking them: 


I. A Great Question (vv. 13-16) 

“Whom do men say that I the Son of 
man am?” It is still the vital question 
of the day. “What think ye of Christ?” 
(Matt. 22:42), and men’s answer to it is 
the touchstone which tries all else and 
which determines their character, condi- 
tion and destiny. 

The answer to this general question 
concerning Him reveals that the common 
opinion of Christ placed Him on a high 
plane (v. 14). He had made an outstand- 
ing impression on the people of His time, 
and in spite of all the indifference and 
unbelief, it has been true in all ages. 
Charles Lamb said, “If Shakespeare 
should enter this room we would all arise. 
If Jesus Christ should enter we would 
all kneel.” 

Beautiful as such sentiments may be, 
they are not sufficient. They do not reach 
the necessary height of personal sur- 
render to Him. So He asked a personal 
question, ““Whom say ye that I am?” The 
response was immediate and complete. 
Peter’s answer was essentially the sub- 
stance or epitome of Christian theology. 
Jesus was recognized as the Messiah, the 
fulfillment of the message of the proph- 
ets, and the Son of the living God, the 
Redeemer, who is the center of Christian 
faith. This great confession brought: 


II. A Great Blessing (vv. 17-20) 

Jesus recognized Peter’s expression of 
faith as being not simply a repetition of 
the teaching of men, but as a conviction 
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born of the Spirit of God (cf. John 
16:13, 14 and I Cor. 12:3). 

On this recognition of Christ as the 
Son of God the Church (then not yet 
established) was to be founded. Peter 
was ready to receive the teaching of the 
Spirit and to confess the Lord openly, 
and when that is true of any follower of 
the Lord, blessing will follow. 

The power of binding and loosing was 
not distinctively for Peter, but was shared 
by the other disciples (see Matt. 18:18; 
John 20:23). It did not involve the de- 
termination of the eternal destiny of 
men; that is reserved for our Lord (Rev. 
1:18). 

The reference in verse 19 is to a declar- 
ative right, not an administrative power. 
Only God can forgive sins, but when 
God’s conditions have been met, the ser- 
vant of God has the power to declare 
that sins are forgiven, or in the case of 
rejection of Christ, that they are not 
forgiven. God will confirm the decisions 
of His servants who are led by the Holy 
Spirit. 

Men in general were not yet ready to 
receive this message of Christ’s Messiah- 
ship (v. 20), but before long they should 
have the powerful public witness of His 
death and resurrection. Through that 
revelation of His sacrificial grace and 
power His disciples were also to learn 
the great underlying rule of life which 
He now presents to them. 


Ill. A Great Principle (vv. 21-25) 

It means something to be a follower of 
the Lord Jesus. Peter found that out very 
quickly when he foolishly opposed the 
program which our Lord outlined. After 
declaring His identity and mission as a 
foundation for their faith, Christ went 
on to tell what was involved in carrying 
out that mission. 

Peter was delighted with the glorious 

prospects and the divine authority, but 
the talk about death did not please him. 
And so he who had been so signally 
blessed a few moments before, now be- 
came the instrument of Satan who did 
not want Christ to go on to the victory 
of the cross and the resurrection. 
The lesson for us is very clear. In the 
hour of triumph let us beware lest we 
open ourselves to the temptation to de- 
feat. “Let him that thinketh he standeth 
take heed lest he fall” (I Cor. 10:12). 
The one who professes to follow our 
Lord must be a bearer of the cross. This 
is not the cross of Christ; only He can 
bear that—it is the believer’s cross. And 
what is that? Well, it is not some little 
act of self-denial; it is a complete denial 
of self and a readiness to obey Christ. 
It involves a death of self-will and a 
full acceptance of God’s will. To hold on 
to one’s own life is to lose it. To give that 
life to Christ in willing sacrifice and 
(note it well!) for His sake is to find 
it in all its fullness and beauty. He does 
not destroy what we give Him—but glori- 
fies it and returns it to us. 
This is the great life principle which 
many, perhaps most, Christians miss, and 
their lives are weak, ineffective and dis- 
tressing when they could be strong and 
glorious for Christ.

of these things themselves. They should also help those in 
their charge to approach this season with thankfulness 
and earnest prayer. 

Wise guidance in this direction is again provided by 
the Great Commission Prayer League (808 North La- 
Salle Street, Chicago 10, Ill.) in its annual call to 
prayer on New Year’s Eve and to a world-wide week of 
prayer. These observances are the more worthwhile be- 
cause they are suggested with the need for congregational 
revival particularly in mind. 

“Revival has not yet visited Christian congregations 
in this, the most needful hour in our lifetime,” the League 
points out. “We thank God for evangelistic meetings, but 
revival in more than 300,000 American congregations is 
the great necessity . . . Let the people know .. . that, 
unless they unitedly call upon the name of the Lord, 
revival will not come.” 

How, then, can the approaching New Year’s season 
become most meaningful and significant for God’s people? 
The League’s detailed suggestions recommend a Watch 
Night service, including periods devoted to “Remembering 
the Pilgrimage” (praise), “The Need for Revival,’ and 
“God Our Refuge and Strength” (praise, prayer and 
dedication). 

Of equally great potential value, however, is the sug- 
gested week of prayer from January 4-11 included in the 
Great Commission Prayer League’s call. Beginning on a 
Sunday, the week-long observance provides for successive 
days devoted to Bible reading and prayer for the Chistian 
home, the Christian church, the nation, other nations 
and Christian institutions and agencies. The closing Sun- 
day, it is suggested, might emphasize the necessity for 
the ministry of the Spirit in revival.

and tied with lengths of string to the 
balloons, which were inflated from a 
large tank of helium. Afterward a de- 
licious breakfast was served by one of 
the women in the Sunday school. 

Irvington police co-operated by block- 
ing off the intersection near the church 
so that participants could stand in the 
street, balloons in hand, while an in- 
strumental group played gospel music 
and the pastor led in prayer. Then the 
kalloons were released. 

In 1951 the Bible school received ap- 
proximately eighty-five responses from 
a Similar balloon raising. Bibles were 
mailed out as awards and a $10 Bible 
given the person whose balloon had 
traveled farthest (to the Montauk Light 
on Long Island). One family wrote that 
their two young boys had begun the habit 
of reading the Word at the table before 
each meal and the entire family had 
come to know Christ as Saviour. Others 
acknowledged with thanks the Bibles 
they had received and promised to use 
them. 

Six months after the Bible awards had 





‘ive hundred helium filled, multi-colored 
balloons released by the members of the 
Evangel Bible School, 18th Avenue and 

South 20th St., Newark, N.J., last Rally 
Day, became five hundred witnesses to 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Each carried a 
gospel tract and a small handbill listing 
the name and address of the Evangel 
Baptist Church, the name of the indi- 
vidual releasing the balloon, and a state- 
ment explaining that the finder would 
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receive an award if he or she would 
notify the church of the time and place 
of the balloon’s discovery. 

The releasing of the brilliantly colored 
spheres climaxed a series of activities 
undertaken to put the Word of God in 
the hands of the unsaved and to bring 
children back to Sunday school after 
the summer season. Before the Sunday 
school session, carefully selected tracts 
had to be rolled along with handbills 


been sent out, a follow-up letter was 
mailed accompanied by copies of evan- 
gelical Sunday school papers and a tract 
on how to read the Bible through in a 
year. 

Returns from this fall’s balloon raising 
indicates that a number of the colored 
spheres were swept out over the Atlantic, 
but the Bible school is trusting that 
many of those in need of the gospel 
message were reached.

Two-thirds of the people of the earth 
will have no Christmas this year—be- 
cause they know nothing about it. More 
than one billion people have never heard 
the Christmas story. Millions still wor- 
ship idols and practice unspeakable ex- 
cesses in the name of religion. Let us 
remember that Christ came to save the 
whole world. In our Christmas rejoicing 
let us not forget that our task is to

to be a far more realistic approach to 
a most difficult problem. The matter is 
most complex, however, and definitely 
involves political, sociological and eco- 
nomic questions of great importance. 


+ PRESSING as are the physical needs of 
the Arabs, their greatest need is spiritual. 
Here they are, young and old, men, wom- 
en and children, without the knowledge 
of the true God for the most part, lan- 
cuishing in a situation which is in- 
tolerable. 

I think especially of a scene in the 
ancient city of Petra. It was early morn- 
ing and we were about to start out to 
the high altar of the ancient inhabitants 
when we saw a very strange procession, 
moving very slowly. At the head were 
two men with what appeared to be a 
canvas bag on their shoulders. Following 
them at a steady, funeral tramp were 
other men carrying implements. At the 
rear was a small boy, perhaps eight to 
ten years old. 

One of our party turned to the Arabs 
standing nearby and asked what it was. 
The answer was that there had been a 
death in one of the caves during the 
night—a young woman, only twenty-five 
years old, had suddenly gone out into 
eternity. 

No one can describe our feeling of 
emptiness and frustration. Here we saw 
death, probably death without the knowl- 
edge of the Lord Jesus Christ. Here was 
the stolid sorrow of those who refuse to 
shed tears, but whose hearts were un- 
doubtedly tremendously heavy as they 
made their way up through the defiles of 
the mountain to bury their dead. The 
picture is one which remains in my mind 
as representing the tremendous spiritual 
need of the Arab people. 


+ IsRAEL likewise has tremendous prob- 
lems. While some of us would not go 
along fully with her partly socialistic 
solution, nevertheless, one is impressed 
by the introduction of scientific methods 
of farming, the use of irrigation and the 
bringing in of industry. 

I noticed especially the very excellent 
wheat crop in the Negev. While there is 
some question as to whether a satisfac- 
tory wheat harvest can be obtained 
unless there are at least three rains a 
year, the rains had nevertheless come 
and the crop was wonderful. I saw mile 
upon mile of wheat growing in this sec- 
tion which had not been worked for 
centuries. 

In spite of greatly increased production 
of such things as wheat, fodder grains 
and vegetables, it is apparent that Israel 
is on strict rations. Even as a traveler I 
found the austerity diet somewhat strin- 
gent. Indeed, I could not help but tre- 
mendously admire the people of Israel 
for their willingness to do without. I

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received the impression that they have 
definitely decided to tighten their belts, 
realizing that what they are doing is not 
primarily for themselves, but perhaps 
for their children and generations to 
come. 

Israel’s problems are all the more acute 
because of the need for absorbing thou- 
sands of immigrants. Statistics indicate 
that more than 750,000 have returned to 
Israel since May, 1948. Jewish sources 
say there are approximately 1,417,000 
Jews in Israel today. 

In Iraq we were told that during one 
month in 1951 no fewer than 100,000 were 
evacuated from that country to Israel. 


‘Those to whom I talked in Israel con- 


sidered this figure high, although they 
conceded that probably up to 50,000 or 
60,000 may have come from a single 
country in a peak immigration month. 

Such figures indicate something of 
the tremendous problem confronting 
Israel—a small country—in trying to 
absorb the literally scores of thousands 
of Jews which have come from Europe, 
the Arab countries, India and many 
other places of the world. Her efforts are 
noteworthy. Immigrants are not left in 
camps to eke out an existence as best 
they can; they are kept in incoming 
centers for as short a period as possible. 
I was told that a great deal of the gov- 
ernment’s money goes into building com- 
munal centers or kibbutzim, which make 
relocation of immigrants possible. 

Many of those brought to the kib- 
butzim do not have a rural background, 
but seem to be working hard. Certainly 
there appears to be far more system and 
far more of an attempt to meet the need 
of the immigrant in Israel than else- 
where in the Near East. 

This, of course, in no wise lessens our 
responsibility to the Arab refugees. Nor 
does it mean that Israel has fully solved 
this problem. It is evident, however, that 
she is attempting to meet her responsi- 
bility with an aggressive and progressive 
plan.

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Arab refugees is something you cannot 
shake. It is all too apparent that these 
poor people present an ideal field for 
Communism. Indeed, they might say (as 
some of them do), “What if Russia does 
come down here? We have nothing to 
lose!” 

Frankly, it is hard to prove to such 
an individual that he has anything to 
lose when he has so little. Of course he 
has a certain freedom, but that freedom 
is not putting food into his stomach or 
giving him an opportunity to earn a live- 
lihood. I was assured that Communism 
has made very little inroad so far as 
these people are concerned. I cannot help 
but wonder, however, whether the area 
will remain untouched for long. 

I was also disturbed by what I saw in 
Israel on May Day. Red flags were flying 
all over the land as I traveled from 
Jerusalem up to near Lake Huleh and 
back again. Parades seemed numerous, 
though they were orderly and partici- 
pants were not aggressive or antagonistic 
to foreigners. 

I was assured that the people taking 
part in the program did so because they 
had little of that kind of exercise or 
diversion; that the children marched in 
the parades with the red _ kerchiefs 
around their necks, not because they 
were Communists, but simply because it 
was something interesting to do. All this 
may be true, but I learned also that there 
is a very strong and active corps of Com- 
munist workers behind such celebrations. 
No doubt the Israeli government is aware 
of the situation, but one wonders how 
thoroughly it is under control. 

The specter of Communism, however, 
only emphasizes conditions which would 
in any case plead for the concern and 
prayers of God’s people. Meanwhile 
Christians may well be thankful for the 
Bible-believing organizations and indi- 
viduals who are laboring to ease the 
suffering and make the gospel known 
both in Israel and in the Arab states. 
Such efforts should have our full and 
prayerful support. 

I was particularly happy to see and 
learn something more of the place that 
former students of Moody Bible Institute 
are taking in such work. Seeing this, I 
was thankful that God’s people in the 
past had been led to support the work 
of training students for service in this 
area and elsewhere. 

There is a need for far more workers, 
and, God willing, the Institute pledges 
itself to their preparation in heart and 
mind and body. It is abundantly worth- 
while to have part in such work on the 
mission field, both in supporting what is 
being done now, and in preparing rein- 
forcements to go forth to carry on the 
ministry of God. 


Next month in a second article Dr.

sult of living like a prodigal. It did not 
come through “hard luck” or loss of 
fortune. It was voluntary. He became 
poor by His own choice and at great 
sacrifice (II Cor. 8:9). 

Here is a text that tells us something 
of how He voluntarily limited Himself 
and deliberately chose poverty when He 
might have been born in splendor. When 
we ask why He chose poverty and lowli- 
ness, we find the answer in three words: 
“For your sakes.” For the enrichment 
of the child of God and to save him 
from sin and to give him eternal blessed- 
ness, He became like one of us, accepting 
all our limitations. 

Jesus might have been born a Roman, 
but He was born a Jew. Thus He came 
among a poor and oppressed people. He 
might have used His powers to make 
Himself rich and famous, for no ma- 
gician ever worked such wonders as He. 
This could have brought Him wealth be- 
yond any earthly dream. But He volun- 
tarily chose poverty. 

The incarnation therefore was an in- 
carnation of God’s love and grace. “Ye 
know the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
that though he was rich, yet for your 
sakes he became poor.” That is how we 
know God’s grace—through the life of 
voluntary poverty which Jesus lived for 
the enrichment of us all. Grace was in 
His every ministry. It flowed from His 
lips; it appeared in His actions; it shone 
from His face. And the only way it 
could be realized by mankind was by a 
self-impoverishment of the Son of God.

+ In the Philippian letter, Paul goes a 
little deeper in his presentation of the 
truth of Christ’s coming into the world. 
He sees it as more than a mission from 
God, and more than self-impoverish- 
ment; it is a laying aside of His glory 
and power and a voluntary emptying of 
Himself in order to accomplish a divine 
purpose. He, “existing in the form of God, 
counted not the being on an equality with 
God a thing to be grasped, but emptied 
himself, taking the form of a servant, 
being made in the likeness of men; and 
being found in fashion as a man, He 
humbled himself, becoming obedient 
even unto death, yea, the death of the 
cross” (Phil. 2:5-8). 

These verses make it plain that the 
Son of God deliberately, and in order to 
obtain our redemption, emptied Himself 
of all the appearance of God and filled 
Himself with the likeness of man, and 
as a servant, lived a humble life, being 
to human eye no different from others. 
Toward His intimate disciples there were 
at times significant outflashings of His 
glory, such as they beheld on the mount 
of transfiguration, and as He walked 
upon the sea; but He lived among them 
as a man, and the glory that was His 
in heaven found no expression through 
His human form. He was completely 
submitted to the conditions and limita- 
tions of human life and death. That is 
not to say He was unconscious of the 
divine life within Him. On the contrary, 
He was conscious of it, but deliberately 
limited its expression in order to com- 








pletely identify Himself with us for 
our redemption. 

He came. And in that coming the light 
of heaven has shined into the darkness 
of ignorance, the darkness of fear, and 
the darkness of sin. In fulfillment of the 
Messianic promises He came. His mis- 
sion here, through the cross, was to 
destroy the works of the devil (I John 
3:8), to take away our sin (I John 3:5), 
and to reveal the heart of the heavenly 
Father (John 1:18). These were the 
mighty purposes worked out for us by 
His incarnation. 

No wonder the coming of our God to 
earth in the form of man was accom- 
panied by an angel host singing, “Glory 
to God in the highest!” This was the 
greatest day that ever dawned for the 
earth. 

No wonder there is something about 
this story of the nativity that casts a 
mellowing spell over the world and 
banishes all enmity and hardness from 
our hearts. 

No wonder the world turns aside to 
hear the old familiar story again and 
again. It is because: 


“This is the month and this the happy 
morn 
Wherein the Son of heaven’s eternal 
King, 
Of wedded maid and virgin mother born, 
Our great redemption from above did 
bring.”

of the advantages of the new version is 
Psalm 119:147, rendered in the Author- 
ized Version, “I prevented the dawning 
of the morning, and cried.” This has been 
changed in the R.S.V. to read, “I rise 
before dawn and cry for help.” Ad- 
mittedly this is smooth reading, and it 
does eliminate one of the comparatively 
few obsolete words found in the A.V., 
but it violates the Hebrew text, well 
translated in the AS.V., “I anticipated 
the dawning of the morning, and cried.” 

This is a characteristic example of the 
liberties which have been taken with the 
Holy Spirit’s choice of language. There 
is no verb “to rise” in this text. The verb 
s “to anticipate.” If we admit that the 
new phrase sounds well, let us also ac- 
knowledge that this is not what the 
psalmist wrote. And if liberty is taken 
with the original in this instance cited 
so favorably as a sample of the new 
Bible, how can the reader be sure that 
any text is a faithful translation of the 
Hebrew or Greek? 

The liberal bias of the new version is 
seen occasionally in the substitution of 
entirely new words for words found in 
the original, for no other apparent rea- 
son than the revisers’ notion of what 
the inspired apostle or prophet should 
have said. Sometimes not even the Lord 
Jesus Christ is permitted to say what 
He actually did say in the original. In 
Matthew 7:13, our Lord said, “Broad ,is 
the way that leadeth to destruction” 
(A.V., A.S.V., Greek), but He has been 
corrected in the new version, and His 
words are changed to read, “The way is 
easy that leads to destruction.” 

In Matthew 16:18 “the gates of hell” 
(A.V.), rendered “the gates of Hades” 
in the A.S.V., has been changed to read, 
“the powers of death.” Here the revisers 
did insert our Lord’s actual words in the 
margin. 

In I Corinthians 1:26, “not many wise 
men after the flesh” has been altered to 
read, “not many of you were wise accord- 
ing to worldly standards.” This is in- 
terpretation of the text, but definitely 
not a translation of the ldnguage of the 
apostle. “Many sleep,” in I Corinthians 
11:30 becomes “some have died” in the 
R.S.V., interpretation rather than trans- 
lation. 

We cite these examples of the manner 
in which the sacred text has been handled 
by the revisers, not because all of these 
particular passages are of outstanding 
importance in themselves, but because 
they raise a. serious question as to how 
the people of God can have confidence 
in the new version. It may be true that 
the way to destruction is easy, but that 
is not what our Lord said about it; He 
said it is broad. Some may prefer “the 
powers of death” to “the gates of hell,” 
but who could preach with freedom on a 
text created by men who did not choose 
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logical Review, April, 1926). 

This change, in view of slights to our 
Lord elsewhere, leaves no other con- 
clusion than that there is doctrinal bias. 

Another passage referring to Christ 
which has been altered is Isaiah 32:2, 
which in the older versions begins, 
“And a man shall be as a _ hiding 
place.” The revisers have changed “a 
man” (that is, Christ), to “each,” making 
verse 2 refer to the princes mentioned 
in the preceding verse. But what is said 
of this man is always and only said of 
the Lord (25:4), and certainly does not 
fit the “princes.” 

Psalm 45:6 is one of the great Old 
Testament texts which unquestionably 
states the deity of Christ. Anyone turn- 
ing to this passage in the R.S.V. will be 
startled to discover that the famous 
words, “Thy throne, O God, is forever 
and ever,” have been watered down to 
read, “Thy divine throne.” This is 
definitely doing violence to the text. 
Strangely enough, the New Testament 
citation in Hebrews 1:8 preserves the ac- 
curate translation of the original. 


There is a strong leaning to the present 
tense in the Psalms, where former trans- 
lations use the past or the future. In 
Psalm 72 the prophetic element has been 
strained out by the substitution of the 
optative mode for the future indicative 
throughout. Thus it becomes simply a 
prayer for Solomon’s success (or that of 
his son), instead of being ultimately a 
prophetic picture of the glorious reign 
of Christ. In a number of instances, 
where the A.S.V. gave a marginal read- 
ing, the R.S.V. incorporates that reading 
in the text without indicating an alter- 
native reading (e.g., Ps. 133:2). 

A notable change appears in Genesis 
12:3, “by you all the families of the 
earth will bless themselves,” instead of 
“in thee shall all the families of the 
earth be blessed” (that is, through Abra- 
ham’s seed, Christ). As Lange says, “The 
rendering of it as reflexive is arbitrary 
since we have the special form of the 
hithpael to express this.”

It should not be necessary to cite other 
alterations in the sacred text of Scripture 
which show all too plainly that the 
Bible-believing Christian cannot place 
confidence in this new version. Without 
doubt, some passages in the R.S.V. will 
interest Bible students. Perhaps some 
good may also come as laymen read this 
version who would not otherwise open 
the Scriptures. Nevertheless, we think 
God’s people should be warned of the 
pitfalls which have been inserted in this 
work and that they should be encouraged 
to take up the older versions to read and 
study as never before.

Children in the Bible School, by Lois 
E. LeBar.

In this volume the assistant professor 
of Christian education at Wheaton Col- 
lege sets forth her philosophy and meth- 
ods of teaching the Bible in the children’s 
division of the church school. She is one 
of the few among conservative, evangeli- 
cal Christians who have thoroughly spe- 
cialized in the study of education as an 
art and a science on the one hand, and 
in the study of children on the other, 
and sought systematically to bring all of 
this knowledge to bear upon the teach- 
ing of the Word of God to children. Miss 


LeBar (really Dr. LeBar, for she has 
. earned a Ph.D. in religious education 
from New York University) is a specialist. 
Every worker in the children’s division 
of the Sunday school or church school 
needs to be aware of the things the 
author is talking about. The book is above 
the average in thexfield of Christian 
education. The author considers the need 
of bringing the gospel to children, the 
place where the children will study the 
Bible and how to improve the physical 
surroundings, together with a plan for 
the administration of the children’s di- 
vision in the Sunday school or Bible 
school. 

The second division of the book is 
given over to a study of child develop- 
ment; the third to teaching methods, 
and the fourth to “worshi» experiences.” 
The subtitle, The HOW of Christian Edu- 
cation, is an accurate description of the 
contents of the volume. It is extremely 
practical and _ intensely interesting. 
Whether one agrees with everything in 
it or not, he is stimulated to form con- 
clusions as to what he does think is 
right. This is a valuable contribution to 
the field and should be added by Bible- 
believing churches to their church school 
library shelves. More than that, capable 
teachers should acquaint their workers 
with the tremendous wealth of ideas that 
will help them do a better piece of work 
with the children whom they seek to lead 
in the things of God.

The Christian Interpretation of Reli- 
gion, by Edward J. Jurji. 

The author, associate: professor of Islam- 
ics and Comparative Religions at Prince- 
ton Seminary and a native of Syria, ap- 
proaches the religions of the world with 
the professed intention of surveying them 
from the Christian viewpoint, rather than 
in a completely objective way. While his 
work is not without merit, the following 
criticisms must be made: 

(1) In attempting to deal not only with 
the so-called civilized religions of the 
modern world, but also primitive religion 
and even the great religions of antiquity 
in a volume of this size, it is evident that 
the treatment in general must of necessity 
be very cursory. It is doubtful if the reader 
who has not given previous study to the 
subject will derive much benefit from the 


(2) While the author’s teaching seems to 
be sound on the doctrine of the person of 
Christ (although his treatment of the cross 
as e.g., on p. 268, rather suggests the “moral 
influence” theory of the atonement), it is 


definitely defective on the doctrine of the 
inspiration of the Bible. He speaks of “the 
mythological framework” being preserved 
in the record of Eden and Babel. Animal 
sacrifice, the burning bush, the pillar of 
cloud and fire, etc., are said to be “prim- 
itive elements of the Old Testament.” The 
sacrifices and altars of Cain, Abel, Noah 
and Abraham, along with rites such as cir- 
cumcision, “reflect the primitive religions 
of Israel’s polytheistic ancestors and neigh- 
bors.” “Biology demonstrates that . . . man 
has evolved from lower organisms by natu- 
ral means.” In addition, the large majority 
of the authors and works referred to in the 
footnotes are of a liberal nature. 

(3) While the author recognizes Christi- 
anity as the one true faith, he nevertheless 
is convinced of “the insights, spiritual 
vigor, and religious inquisitiveness avail- 
able in the domains of the other faiths” 
which gives them some legitimacy as “a 
preparation of the non-Christian soul for 
the gospel.” 

These valuable features are supposedly 
the result of “general revelation,” in con- 
trast to the special revelation of Chris- 
tianity. Therefore he struggles and strains 
to discover these “spiritual insights” in 
each of the pagan religions, but with rather 
unconvincing results.

This is a short biography, written in very 
readable style and for no special group, 
which will prove to be a challenge and an 
inspiration to everyone who reads it. 

It is the story of a Scottish lass, gifted 
with beauty and a lovely voice, and trained 
for the stage, radio and grand opera, who 
was rapidly rising to the top of her profes- 
sion when she came to know Christ as her 
Saviour.

This path led her through deep 
waters of suffering and sorrow, and even- 
tually out into a place of joyful service in 
the evangelistic field, where she “sang and 
—_ out of the fullness of a God-touched 
ife.

Bravely rising above her grief and lone- 
liness, she returned to the public some 
weeks after this experience, this time to 
sing with a new note of praise and victory 
and power.

The Kingdom is Yours, by Louis H. 
Evans. 

This book contains a group of thirteen 
messages loosely thrown together, purport- 
ing to set forth the true purpose of the 
Christian life with a view of pressing home 
upon Christians their personal responsi- 
bility with reference to the kingdom. The 
author possesses a vivid imagination and 
an effective style. However, he fails to 
differentiate between the Church and the 
kingdom. The Church is made up of the 
called-out people from among the nations 
of the earth, regenerated and baptized by 
the Holy Spirit into the oné body of which 
Christ is Head. The New Testament name 
of Christ is Lord Jesus Christ. Since He is 
the Head of this organism, He is the Lord 
of the Church and not its King. 

Failure in this apprehension leads to an- 
other serious error, namely, that Christians, 
the members of His body, can bring into 
existence the kingdom through proper 
stewardship, recognition of racial unity and 
proper leadership. This may sound well, 
but it is entirely Utopian. It would be in- 
finitely better to urge Christians to surren- 
der themselves to Christ’s service in pro- 
claiming the gospel to the lost world. The 
supreme need of the Church today is not 
leadership, but service. To be like Jesus 
is to aspire to a life of service, not leader- 
ship. “The Son of man came not to be 
ministered unto, but to minister, and to 
give his life a ransom for many.

After a happy time with our own children on Christmas 
morning, we will join the other missionaries and their 
families in this area for a Christmas service, dinner and the 
sharing of gifts.

What percentage of Bible-believing missionaries from the US. on the field today 


are graduates of Moody Bible Institute? 


This question which has often been raised by those aware of the Institute’s large 
contribution to missionary personnel can now be answered as the result of a survey 


recently completed by the Alumni Association. 


The survey discloses that of the more than 6,000 missionaries working under 
twenty-eight leading evangelical mission boards of North America, 18 per cent are 
graduates of Moody Bible Institute. Two mission boards report that as many as 


34 per cent of their foreign missionaries received MBI training. 


In conducting the survey, letters were written primarily to boards in the Inter- 
denominational Foreign Mission Association of North America. Inquiries are now 
being sent to denominational boards to continue the survey. Individual mission

+ TuesE three projects, of course, are 
only a few of the activities we have 
found worthwhile at our church and 
which you might also find worthwhile. 
Here are other ideas, several of which 
may fit in with your particular situation. 

1. Prepare boxes for servicemen in hos- 
pitals and other institutions. 

2. Carol for shut-ins and others. 

3. Hold a Family Night. Make your 
program a real family affair, or have a 
special night of recreation with purpose- 
ful activities centering around home. Of 
course you'll want to serve refreshments 
and close with a meaningful worship 
program. 

4. Have a rehearsal party. On the final 
day of rehearsal for the Christmas pro- 
gram, try combining the close of the re- 
hearsal with a party for the children. 

5. Help families celebrate Christmas. 
If your denomination publishes leafiets 
on family Christmas worship services, 
get these into the homes of members. 
Or, better still, prepare such a service 
and make mimeographed copies to be 
taken home. 

6. If you have a church library, pre- 
pare a list of suitable Christmas stories 
and books which you have for use in the 
home and church. Publish this list either 
in your church paper or bulletin. 

7. Make the most of the Sundays in 
December in your Sunday school depart- 
ment. Don’t try to do it all on one Sun- 
day. To assure variety, present the old, 
old story through stories, music, art, 
creative activities, etc. If possible have 
Christmas parties for all departments. 

8. Make good use of decorations. We 
teach through the atmosphere and en- 
vironment which we create for our 
pupils. Use decorations with this in 
mind. Be sure to have pupil participation 
in this activity. Suggestions include: 

(1) The Christmas tree. Let the chil- 

dren make ornaments. 

(2) Dip pine cones and burs into soap 
flakes made by whipping together 
one large box of soap flakes and 
two scant cups of lukewarm water. 
Cut silhouettes of shepherds, sheep, 
stars, camels, the manger scene, 
candles, wreaths, etc., for your bul- 
letin board or windows.

9. Hold a vesper-service—a real high- 
light of the Christmas season can be 
either a vesper candlelight service or 
a vesper program put on by your adults 
or young people. Your own denomina- 
tional board should be able to furnish 
you with good material on this, or you 
may find something in the local library. 
One of the most effective vesper services 
can be conducted with the aid of a verse- 
speaking choir. 


+ CuoraL speaking is one of the oldest 
arts of the Church which has recently 
been revived. The verse-speaking choir 
was used in the tabernacle and temple 
of Old Testament-days for antiphonal 
chant or response. Today it can be used 
to advantage with almost any age group 
in the church. Among other values, it 
(1) gives members the experience of 
working with a group in a creative ac- 
tivity; (2) develops the personality of 
the shy and self-conscious individual; 
(3) helps the over-confident person learn 
to become just part of a group; (4) pro- 
vides a pleasant way to memorize Scrip- 
ture; and (5) inspires and stirs a con- 
gregation to action in a way that few 
sermons can. 

In organizing a voice-spcaking choir, 
choose a director who }°s, among other 
qualities. an appreciatic:. of poetry and 
good speech habits. It may be possible to 
enlist the services of someone in the con- 
gregation who teaches speech or who 
has had some speech training to act as 
director. Or you may use a trained singer, 
since many singing techniques are car- 
ried over into the verse-speaking choir. 

Remember with this project you are 
telling a story—-you are painting a pic- 
ture with the use of sensory language. 
Some words will be emphasized, others 
spoken quickly. The pace will vary—at 
times slow and then again fast. A pause 
at the right time can be more meaning- 
ful than many spoken words. 

In organizing the group, start with an 
informal discussion of the purpose for 
the choir. Be careful to have the group 
understand fully the message of the 
selection chosen. Divide the group into 
two main sections—high (female) and 
low (male) voices. The group recites 
Scripture first in unison and then in 
parts, with the high and low voices 
speaking antiphonally (one party talk- 
ing to the other). 

Choral speaking may be used as part 
of the worship experience in the depart- 
ments of your Sunday school, young 


people’s groups, vesper services, and in 
the morning or evening services of your 
church. The following may be done by 
any group from juniors through adults,

This year as the Christian world pauses in its festivities 
to bow briefly in homage before the manger of the Christ Child, 


this question will hauntingly flit across the minds of many .. . 


Whose Baby Was Born at Bethlehem? 


HE rationalistic unbelief of modern 
scholarship has echoed the Satanic 
question, “Yea, hath God said?” so 
often concerning the doctrine of the 
virgin birth of Christ that perhaps even 
you have begun to wonder .. . Was Jesus 
really the virgin-born Son of God? 

No question like this disturbed the 
Christian Church during the greater por- 
tion of its history. Its historic belief on 
this issue is expressed in the Old Roman 
Symbol, a creedal statement much older 
than the so-called Apostles’ Creed, which 
says: “I believe in God the Father Al- 
mighty. And in Jesus Christ, His only 
Son, our Lord; who was born by the 
Holy Ghost of the Virgin Mary...” This 
position has been reiterated in statements 
of faith throughout the Church’s history. 
Modern skepticism is therefore clearly in 
contradiction to the historic belief of the 
Christian Church. 

Error may be as easily preserved as 
truth, however, so the testimony of the 
Church is in itself no positive guarantee 
that this is a sound doctrine. But in this 
case, the doctrine of the Church rests 
upon clear evidence in the New Testa- 
ment. True, no single proof text exists 
which dogmatically asserts, “Jesus Christ 
is the incarnate Son of God, supernatu- 
rally conceived by the Holy Spirit and 
born of the Virgin Mary”; but that state- 
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ment is the only possible conclusion from 
the scriptural evidence. 


+ Tus evidence is threefold in charac- 
ter. First, both Matthew and Luke are 
careful in giving the genealogies of Jesus 
to indicate that Joseph was not His ac- 
tual father. After fourteen and a half 
verses of repeating “A begat B, and B 
begat C,” Matthew carefully chooses his 
words, saying: “... Joseph the husband 
of Mary, of whom was born Jesus, who is 
called Christ” (Matt. 1:16). If anything, 
Luke is even more direct in denying the 
fatherhood of Joseph; for he begins his 
genealogy by saying, “And Jesus himself 
began to be about thirty years of age, 
being (as was supposed) the son of Jos- 
eph” (Luke 3:23). 

Secondly, Luke presents the personal 
testimony of Mary concerning the an- 
nunciation of the supernatural concep- 
tion and virgin birth of Jesus. I believe 
he recorded these words from the very 
lips of Mary, for the details related and 
the words used reflect the intimacy of 
personal witness. As Luke records Mary’s 
account, the angel declared, “Thou shalt 
conceive in thy womb, and bring forth a 
son, and shalt call his name JESUS.” 

As a virgin, even though betrothed to 
Joseph, Mary naturally asks, “How can 
this be, since I have no husband?” (Wil- 


liams’ translation). 

In turn the angel responds, “The Holy 
Ghost shall come upon thee, and the 
power of the Highest shall overshadow 
thee: therefore also that holy thing 
which shall be born of thee shall be called 
the Son of God.” 

This is about as clear an announcement 
of the virgin birth as one could ask. 
Then, as though to strengthen Mary’s 
faith in the expectation of this unique 
experience, the angel directs her atten- 
tion to the miraculous, though natural, 
conception, of Elisabeth and declares, 
“For with God nothing shall be impos- 
sible” (Luke 1:31, 34, 35, 37). 

Thirdly, Matthew presents the personal 
testimony of Joseph concerning the en- 
tire situation. Joseph was in a most em- 
barrassing position. Before his marriage 
was consummated, he found the girl he 
was engaged to marry was to have a 
child. Unaware at the time of the mirac- 
ulous circumstances, he considered quiet- 
ly breaking the engagement.

YOKOSUK 
Story

Yokosuka's population of 250,000 does not include the thousands of American 


} sailors and marines. 


‘’OKOSUKA! Blond, handsome Gene 
Griffith lay on his hospital bed pon- 
dering the chain of circumstances 
and miracles that had brought him 

to the renowned Japanese port city. All 
the GI’s had heard about Yokosuka, and 
if only half the things Gene had heard 
were true, he knew it would be the last 
place he’d choose to recuperate. 

There was no doubt that God’s hand 
had been in the events that had been 
responsible for Gene’s being where he 
was. That’s why he couldn’t understand 
his being in a place like Yokosuka! 

His recent ordeal was still too close for 
comfort. He could still hear the scream, 
“The Chinese are attacking!” Then the 
masses of Red Chinese blowing eerie 
bugles. This went on for days. Buddies 
fell on all sides . . . supply lines were cut 

. . the mercury dropped to 40 below 
zero and there was knee-deep snow ... 
plus the horror of driving tanks and bull- 
dozers over the dead. 

Finally, as they were fighting their way 


} out, there was an unexpected ambush. 


Gene dived for the nearest ditch, but a 
Commie spotted him and opened fire. 
One bullet seared into his side. Five hours 
later a medic found him. There were 
miles on a litter .. . hours in a DC-3 and 
then the miracle was discovered. His 
steel-covered Testament had deflected 
the bullet from his heart into his side 
and, despite a tendency toward “free 


| bleeding,” he hadn’t bled to death! 


But now. ..in Yokosuka! Why? 


+ IT wasn’t long before Gene had his 
answer. As soon as he was able to be up 


» and around, he discovered that Yokosuka 


was a city where sin was open and 
flagrant. Formerly a secret Japanese 
naval base, closely restricted, the heart 
of the town was little more than a col- 
lection of cheap and tawdry entertain- 
ment centers—beer halls, night clubs, 
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cabarets—all eagerly welcoming the 
thousands of GI’s on shore leave. To 
make the situation indescribably worse, 
from six to eight thousand Japanese girls 
had moved in. And in the midst of all 
this was a mere handful of Christian 
workers. 

Gene saw this pitifully undermanned 
Christian group desperately trying to 
stem the tide. He heard a former colonel 


of the British army, who had served for 
fifteen years in India, China and Burma, 
tell the little group of Christians, “This 
beats anything I’ve seen in my travels 
. Il venture that there are more 
American sailors and scldiers being des- 
troyed morally than are dying in Korea. 
“This isn’t strictly a spiritual matter,” 
he went on, “it’s a secular military mat- 
ter which should cause the American

people and her allies the gravest concern 
... We must immediately get this before 
the prayer warriors in the homeland.” 

Soon Gene had joined up with the 
minority in their struggle to give Yoko- 
suka a- witness for Christ. With Dr. 
Merrill J. Alexander, LTJG; Chaplain 
Jim Reaves, LCDR; Tom Poston, HM3, 
and Bob Degelman, missionary, Gene 
made plans to reach the GI’s for Christ. 

The group began with a rally on Satur- 
day nights. While many were attracted 
to the first meetings, attendance soon 
leveled off to a weekly average of 110, but 
souls were saved each week. Paradoxical- 
ly, many a sailor boy wrote home to 
Mom in “Christian America” telling how 
he had found the Lord as his personal 
Saviour from sin while in Japan! Next 
the group made necessary arrangements 
for the Navigator’s follow-up work. As 
Gene put it, “At least we’re scratching 
the surface.” 


+ But now... in just a few months’ 
time, the scratch has deepened and 
Yokosuka is feeling the impact. 
Meanwhile, plans for a servicemen’s 
Christian center are gaining headway. A 
board of trustees of seven missionaries in 
Tokyo has been appointed to hold deeds 
and leases to all property and assets. 
Thus, if Christian servicemen are trans- 
ferred, the center will continue with the 
same purpose and vision. Or if our mili- 
tary should leave Japan, the center would 
continue under these same missionaries 
to work among Japanese youth. 
Inflation in Yokosuka makes buying a 
building impossible. Floor space on the

main streets where the beer halls and 
cabarets flourish costs more than in the 
high-rent districts of New York. But 
there is an ideal plot of land available 
along the Yokosuka harbor and very near 
the fleet landing. 

Already the board has requested a lease 
on the land from the mayor and the city 
council. Blueprints have been drawn and 
the way is being cleared for construction 
and operation of the needed center. 

The Christian workers in Yokosuka, 
however, are not marking time until the 
center is a reality. A Navy Gospel Hour 
is being held every Saturday evening. 
Christian publicity posters are seen in 
barracks, recreation center and in the 
base busses. There’s a Sunday evening 
singspiration, an informal weekday 
Bible class and a weekly athletic hour. 
When a week-end rally was planned 
and Dawson Trotman was there as in- 
structor, 250 servicemen attended the 
conference for Christian training. Twen- 
ty-six of them pledged to provide $130 a 
month salary for ten months for two men 
to come to Japan—one to work in Yoko- 
suka and one in Tokyo. When in the 
Saturday evening meeting the offering 
was given to help provide transportation 
for the two men, the 200 in attendance 
gave $1,080! 

The Yokosuka story is just beginning. 
It will be continued constantly as testi- 
mony goes out into barracks... through 
individuals . . . on board ships and to 
the far corners—all because there is a 
Christian witness in what many feel is 
Japan’s most needy city.

To begin with, we should be clear as to 
what is involved in “witnessing.” Accord- 
ing to a dictionary definition, a witness 
is one who has personal knowledge of 
anything. A Christian witness, therefore, 
is one who tells of his own personal ex- 
perience with Jesus Christ. To witness is 
not to answer questions about the Bible. 















Although that may be part of it, certainly FF 





it is not an essential part. 

We can see this quite clearly in the ac- 
count of the blind man healed by the 
Lord Jesus in John 9. Actually he knew 
very little. He was unable to answer the 
Pharisees when they questioned him 
about the identity of Christ, and yet 











there was one thing of which he was §— 





perfectly certain. Concerning his own 





personal experience with Jesus Christ he 





was most outspoken. “One thing I know, 
that, whereas I was blind, now I see” 
(v.25). It would be well to study through 
the whole account and see how his wit-

You mention that you are a young 
Christian.

Your meetings, however, can do much to overcome these 














complaints. In the first place, you must be so fascinated by 
the profound truths of Christ’s coming that you can never 
speak of them in a matter-of-fact way. Do not assume that 
your group knows all there is to know about Christmas. Most 
of them have never thrilled to the reality of its meaning or 
their lives would show a warmth of appreciation for the per- 
son of the Saviour that would dim out the commercialism and 
the familiarity of the recurring season. 

We suggest this month four approaches to Ghrist’s coming 
that will bring it into sharp focus and clear understanding. 


First Sunday: PROPHECIES OF CHRIST'S COMING 


Someone has discovered some thirty-five specific prophecies 


» in the Old Testament concerning Christ’s coming, all written 
» hundreds of years before He came. Can you imagine the ex- 
' citement that would surround someone of whom so many 
| specific details were foretold? 


Have you a mathematician in your group? Have him work 
out the probability of guessing all thirty-five particulars right.

completely beyond human possibility, one of the greatest 
proofs of the divine origin of the Bible. Get ready for Christ-

Think of this: Christ’s life defies imitation. We fall short 
of our own ideals. How much farther we fall short of God’s 
ideal (which is Christ). No, we need not so much an example 
as a deliverer from our inborn self-centeredness. We need 
someone mightier than we are to take over our lives and live 
them for us. That is what the Christian life amounts to. Read 
Galatians 2:20 and see that it is Christ Himself who wants, 
after He has delivered us from the penalty of sin, to assume 
control of us. Then His life becomes not only our example, 
but our inner strength itself. 

2.The second great misconception is the idea that Christ 
came to bring world peace. Ask this question: If He came for 
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this purpose, is He a success or a failure? 
And how do you understand a verse like 
Matthew 10:34? Point out that, first of 
all, He came for judgment not peace. 
Peace always follows judgment. The 
judgment of our sins on the cross pur- 
chased for all who will accept it peace of 
heart and conscience. The judgment of 
the world as a whole (yet to come) will 
eventually bring world peace. 

But it will require Christ’s second com- 


ing to accomplish world peace. When the 
angels sang “and on earth peace, goodwill 
to men,” they were singing of heart 
peace. Their words were actually, “on 
earth peace to men of goodwill.” But to 
those who refuse the Saviour there is 
nothing promised but judgment. “There 
shall be wars and rumors of wars,” fear, 
anguish and judgment. In James 3:17 
God’s order of things is announced: 
“First pure, then peaceable.” 


Third Sunday: THE MEANING OF CHRIST'S COMING 


Four of your young people could well 
take part in this program, each speaking 
briefly of a major purpose of Christ’s 
incarnation. These were: 

1. To reveal God. John 1:18 is your key 
verse in a chapter that represents Christ 
as “the Word,” that is, the actual expres- 
sion of God’s nature and purposes to 
men. Read also Hebrews 1:1-3. Romans 
1:19.20 says that we know God’s deity 
and power from creation; but only in 
Christ can we know His character. Some 
people say that God conforms to our 
ideas of Him, but the Bible teaches that 
He is as Christ revealed Him. Discuss 
together what Jesus Christ was like, and 
thus what God is like—His attributes, His 
attitudes, and His ways of dealing with 
men. 

2. To reveal sin. John 15:22-25 is the 
key passage. Discuss what would have 
happened “if He had not come.” Sin, in 
all its fullness, would not have been dis- 
closed by His perfect life and by the 
hatred that led to a complete manifesta- 
tion of sin at the cross of Calvary. What 


sins did Jesus speak out against? Study 
carefully Matthew 23:1-39 and Mark 10: 
17-23. Notice that He concentrated on 
sins of the heart rather than outward 
things. 

3. To reconcile man. Study Romans 5: 
6-10. To be reconciled pre-supposes en- 
mity caused by some offense. Isaiah 59:1, 
2 describes the offense and II Corinthians 
5:17-21 tells how Jesus bore it, thus mak- 
ing it possible for us to experience a true 
reconciliation with God. It means, in 
everyday language, that though we were 
enemies of God, we can now be His close 
friends. 

4. To satisfy God. This is God’s side 
of the story. He sent His Son to die in 
order to satisfy His own holiness about 
our sin and enable Him to pour out His 
love on us. Study Isaiah 53:4-11 care- 
fully. The wonderful truth is that God 
is now satisfied concerning the sin prob- 
lem; and as soon as we are willing to 
accept His word on this, we may have 
His gift of forgiveness, eternal life and 
righteousness. 


Fourth Sunday: RESULTS OF CHRIST'S COMING 


Let’s list three general benefits and 
then close the meeting with an opportu- 
nity for your young people to. speak of 
the benefits He has brought to their own 
lives by His coming. These general bene- 
fits are: 

1. Personal salvation. No better verse 
than John 3:16 can be quoted. Put with 
it John 10:10 and Mark 10:45. Point out, 
though, that it is not enough that Christ 
came for “the world.” It is only as each 
individual allows Him to come into his 
own life (Rev. 3:20) that anything from 
God is experienced. 

2. World betterment. How different 
this world would be if He had not come.

Whose Baby Was Born at Bethlehem? 


Scripture, the modern rationalist says, 
“It is impossible. Christ was not born of 
a virgin.” Such a denial is easy to make 
and it is easy to believe, but before ac- 
cepting the skepticism of the liberal, con- 
sider briefly the alternatives of accepting 
the scriptural account. 

If Jesus Christ was not virgin-born, 
then the accounts given by Matthew and 
Luke are untrue. If these accounts are 
untrue, then someone lied. It could have 
been Matthew and Luke, someone sug- 
gests, since they were zealous believers 
in Jesus who might have fabricated this 
story to substantiate His claims to deity. 

There is no evidence of collusion be- 
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Consider the benefits of medicine, the 
reduction of languages to writing, and 
instruction in reading and writing that 
have been carried to countless millions 
of people by missionaries of the cross. It 
is Christian missionaries, in almost every 
case, who have pioneered in the amelio- 
ration of the world’s ills. 

3. Hope for the future. The note to 
end on is the promise of Christ’s second 
coming, when every wrong will be righted, 
sin will be finally dealt with, and a reign 
of righteousness introduced to this earth. 
Study especially I Thessalonians 4:13-18; 
I John 3:1-3; and Revelation 19:11— 
22:19.
